Henderson. Ky., Aug IS — (Special ] 
Reviewing his record In the two house* 
of the National Congress and asking an 
Indorsement for that record by the 
Democrats of the State. Senator James 
B. McCreary thl* afternoon formally 
opened his campaign for the Demo 
cratic nomination for the United State* 
Senate. On a small stand erected on 
the sloping hillside In Henderson’s 
beautiful park. Senator McCreary 
spoke for an hour and a half to a crowd 
of twelve hundred, mainly composed of 
farmers, who had come from all parts 
of the county to hear him speak. Dis¬ 
cussing national Issues in the main 
Senator McCreary at one point in his 
speech digressed for a moment and an¬ 
swered some of the charges made by 
Gov. Beckham in his speech at Lex¬ 
ington. Senator McCreary defended 
his administration as Governor and 
said it had never before been attacked 
although It had been tw*enty-slx years 
slnqe he had left that office. He ex¬ 
plained that the financial panic of 1876 
had reduced the revenues and had 
made It necessary to put the tax rate 
back to the figure Crom which he had 
reduced It. 

Senator McCreary asserted that the 
amount of revenue received now Is 
vastly larger than It wa* when he was 
Governor and that the amount of as¬ 
sessable property Is also greatly larger, 
having Increased double In the last 
ten years. He said the amount of 
money now flowing Into the 8tate 
Treasury Is hundreds of thousands of 

dollars more than it was ten years 
ago. 

"When Gov. Beckham spoke in Lex¬ 
ington It w*ouId have been impossible 
to tell from that speech whether he was 
a candidate for Mayor of LnulsvUle or 
Governor or Kentucky," said Senator 
McCreary. 

Senator McCreary criticised Gov. 
Beckham for his failure to discuss na¬ 
tional nffalrs. And said tho people of 
the 81**110 had the right to know how 
the candidates stand on the Important 
national questions which will come be¬ 
fore the next session of Congress. 

Senator McCreary held a continuous 
reception In hts room In the hotel this 
m|>rnlng. From 8 o'clock, when he fin¬ 
ished breakfast, until long after noon, 
a steady stream of men flowed Into the 
hotel to pAy their respects to the Sen¬ 
ator. He had a large room on the 
second floor and It was crowded nil 
during the morning, the majority of 
the callers being farmers. In bunches 
of from two to twenty, they filled up 
the steps and shook hands with the 
Senator, who gave each a cordial wel¬ 
come The city was crowded all day 
with farmers, this being the day on 
which they usually come to town. A 
majority of them were anxious to see 
Senator McCreary and he wa* kept 
busy all morning 

• • • 

Introduced by Jamee F. Clay. 

Preceded by a brass hand. Senator 
McCreary left the hotel in a carriage 
at 2 o'clock, and followed by a large 
crowd, marched to the courthouse. On 
account of the heat the speaking was 
out of doors, gathered al-out the stand 
In a circle the farmers were waiting for 
the speaker. He mounts the stand at 
once and was Introduced by James 
F. Clay, w’ho spoke of the ‘‘machine" 
and the operation of It In Kentucky. 
He complimented Senator McCreary on 
the wisdom and temperance he has 
shown In his public career. Senator 
McCreary then spoke, going straight 
Into his subject without any prelimin¬ 
ary other than a few compliments for 
the people of Henderson. 

After Senator McCreary finished 
there were loud calls for Congressman 
A. O. Stanley, who Is perhaps the most 
popular man In Henderson, and he 
spoke for a few’ minutes. Ho said he 
Is a nominee of the Democratic party, 
nnd although he ha* his personal pref¬ 
erences In the senatorial rsce, will not 
take the stump for or against either 
candidate. "Come to me after I get 
down off this platform, though, and 1 
will tell you how I stand." he Mid. "I 
will then talk as a private cltlsen and 

not as a nominee for Congress."

THREAT OF STRIKE 


AMONG EMPLOYES OF GOVERN¬ 
MENT PRINTING OFFICE. 


Action of Foreman In Suspending 
Union Binder Causes the 
Trouble 


Washington. Aug. 18—Union book¬ 
binders In the Government Printing 
Office threatened a'strike to-day on 
account of the action of Harry Ashlon, 
acting foreman of binding, in suspend¬ 
ing A. J. Conner, a union binder, be¬ 
cause he did not perform an extra 
amount of work prescribed by Ashlon, 
and which the union men declare to be 
In excess of the maximum amount per¬ 
mitted under the regulations of the 
union. President J. L. Feeney, of the 
Bookbinders* Union, gave notice that 
he would make an Issue of Conner’s 
suspension, and demand a conference 
Vlth Public Printer Stillings on Mon¬ 
day. 

Both binders and printers are 
aroused by the situation. It is said 
that Conner lias done the same task 
for five years, and his services were 
satisfactory to other foremen. Union 
men say that Ashlon has set out to 
bring the Printing Office and union 
regulations into conflict. Three years 
ago Ashlon caused the dismissal of 
W. A. Miller, assistant foreman of 
printing, the discussion of which caused 
President Roosevelt to declare the 
Printing Office an open shop. 

President Feeney will seek to have 
the Public Printer set aside Ashion‘s 
order, but, in the event of failure, de¬ 
clares the union will make the sus¬ 
pension of Conner a grievance. There 
are about 8.800 employes of the Gov 
ernment Printing Office, and It Is said 
that 99 per cent, of them are organized.

First Reports Were That Fifty Min¬ 
ers Were Entombed by a 
Care-In. 


Bristol. Term., Aug. 18.—fSpeolal.] —

Five of Them Arrested and Held Un¬ 
der Bond for TriaJ on Tuesday.

Five of the Bell Jellico miners who 
are on strike here have been placed 
under arrest, charged with Intimidat¬ 
ing and deceiving Greeks Into Joining 
the miners* union and siding with the 
strike.

Sentenced for Two Years. 

Portland. Ore., Aug 18,—•Coe D. 
Barmird. convicted of perjury, who was 
a witness to the final homestead proof 
of Charles A. Watson, was sentenced 
to-day by Judge William H Hunt In 
ihe United States Circuit Court to Im¬ 
prisonment in the Government peni¬ 
tentiary on McNeill’* Islsnd for two 
years, and to pay a fine of $2,000. 


Fully five thousand people, ac* 
cording to the latest dispatches 
from Santiago de Chile, lost their 
lives in the Valparaiso disaster. 
Santiago also suffered severely. 
Thirty people were killed there, 
and the property loss is placed at 
$2,000,000. 

Except the foregoing, no esti¬ 
mates of the damages and casuali- 
ties caused by the earthquake in 
Chili had been received at New 
York up to 11 o'clock to-night, 
and the above dispatch lacks con¬ 
firmation. Panic reigns in both 
cities. The people are in the grip 
of fear of further shocks and are 
fleeing. Refugees from Valparai¬ 
so are getting ipto Santiago, for¬ 
ty-two miles away. 

The disturbances have covered 
a large area. Shocks were felt in 
Tacna, in the extreme north o£ 
Chili. A number of minor towns 
have been either destroyed off 
materially damaged. Valparaiso 
has been described as “nearly de- 
stroped," while another messaga 
says half that city has become <t 
prey to the earthquake and tho 
flames. The loss of life and prop¬ 
erty undoubtedly was very heavy. 

Telegraphic communication has 
been established with Chili, but 
no messages have yet been re¬ 
ceived from Valparaiso. 

The first shock occurred Thurs¬ 
day evening about 8 o'clock, and 
was 'followed by others at inter¬ 
vals throughout the night. Panic 
prevailed and the streets were 
filled with hysterical, wailing and 
praying people. Half the inhabi¬ 
tants of Santiago stayed on the 
streets or fled to the country 
Thursday night. Fires followed 
in Santiago, but were quickly dis¬ 
tinguished by a providential 
heavy downpour. Valparaiso suf¬ 
fered much from fire. Many peo¬ 
ple have left the two cities and 
the stream of regugecs continues. 

The disturbances are confined 
to the Pacific slope of the Andes, 
but Iquique, the center of the ni¬ 
trate industry, has escaped injury* 
The disturbance was recorded by 
seismographs in Washington 
Honolulu, Hamburg and Goet¬ 
tingen. 

Various firms in Europe and 
America with business interests 
in Chili, have received messages 
announcing the safety of em¬ 
ployes. 

Among the places reported to 
have been damaged or destroyed 
arc Vina del Mar, 12,000 people, 
three miles from Valparaiso; 
Quilpque, an<j Limache, of 4,000 
people each, both in Valparaiso 
province; Quillota, six miles from 
Valparaiso; Illapel, 5,000 people, 
130 miles northwest of Santiago; 
Vallenar, 5.000 people, 300 miles 
north of Santiago and other smatf 
towns. 

Houses in Valparaiso and San¬ 
tiago, as well as other towns in 
Chili, are built to withstand 
earthquakes. They are made of 
stone with thick walls and are 
seldom more than two stories 
high. They arc, therefore, n<* 
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very combustible* as was the case 
in San Francosco. 


Buenos Ayres. Aug 18.—A dispatch 
received here from Lapnz say* that re¬ 
ports received thers show that earth¬ 
quake shocks continue at Valparaiso, 
where panic prevails. The Are orig¬ 
inated in the Plas* de Orden, and is 
rapidly spreading to the northern por¬ 
tion of the city.

Candidate for United States Senator. 

Four years ago Democrats elected me 
a United States Senator. I am gnueful 
for tho honor. Having served part of one 
term I am a candidate for re-election 
and 1 am asking to bo honored with a 
renewal of your trust und confidence. 
The Democratic party has been conspic¬ 
uous for giving the Indorsement of a 
second term to public officers, who In 
their first terms have been efficient and 
faithful, and In JCeqducky United Suttee 
Senators have often been given two 
terms, nnd several have been given three 
I *-1 ms. I have tried to be faithful and 
efficient, and the mnnner In which I hav« 
discharged my official duties I leave to 
tho unprejudiced Judgment of the people 
of Kentucky. 

No person has criticised my official act* 
or public servl^'es ne Senator, and no per¬ 
son bus pointed out a single Instance in 
which the people** rights or Interests 
have suffered through any Act or omis¬ 
sion of mine. If I have not failed In my 
duty or been recreant to my trust, am I 
not entitled to another term? 

1 did not expect when I hud only served 
half my term an Senator that I would 
be called upon to participate In a Sena¬ 
torial canvass at this time, but the Demo¬ 
cratic Executive Committee lias ordered 
a primary election to he held on the 6 th 
day of next November to nominate A 
candidate for United States Senator and 
It Is but fair and Just that I should 
candidly speak-of my candidacy 
1 have always been In favor of pri¬ 
mary elections fairly And legally held, 
and t have always been opposed to boss- 
ism or machine rule When l was first a 
candidate for Uplted States Senator the 
other candidates and myself agreed to a 
primary' election to be held two months 
before- the election of a United Sunt* 
Senator by the General Assembly of Ken¬ 
tucky but the State Democratic Commit¬ 
tees did not deem It for the best Inter¬ 
est of the Democratic party, and re¬ 
fused to order a primary election. 

The primary election now proposed by 
the Democratic Executive Committee Is 
ordered to be held many months earlier 
than any primary election td nominate 
either State officers or United 8 tatc* Sen¬ 
ators wo* ever held In Kentucky, or In 
any other State. For many yeari. 
primaries or conventions In our State to 
nominate candidates for State offices have 
been held In May or June of the year in 
which the candidates were nominated to 
be voted for at the November election, 
and It has been heretofore believed that 
primaries should not occur when presi¬ 
dential or congressional elections are 
held, so that national and State Issues 
would be separated.

Primary Violates Law. 

The primary ordered to he held on the 
6 th of next November will occur on the 
regular election day. when Representa¬ 
tives In Congress will be elected, and 
this primary election was called eighteen 
months before the election of the United 
Suite* Senator by the General Assembly, 
and two years and eight months before 
tho Senator-elect can take his seat In 
tho United States Senate, and candidate* 
for State offices will be nominated twelve 


dent in 1900 The Democratic vote fell 
off in 1!D4 17.7J9. and th* Republican 
vote fell off 21.1-4. Therefore. It appear* 
thnt If the Republican* In Kentucky bed 
cast a full vote nt the last presidential 
election in 1904, Kentucky, ilk* Missouri, 
would have gone Republican.

were polled at tho election of I'.rfM). 1 
never labored harder than I did In 19bA 
when Jhe Democrats redeemed Kentucky, 
and 1 am ready now to do everythin* 
that lg honest and fair to keep Kentucky 
Democratic.

For my loyalty to the Democratic 
party and my readiness to battle for its 
principle*. I nppcul to th*» record. 

The record shows 1 hnv* always been 
a faithful, loyal Democrat, and 1 have 
worked nnd made speeches In every 
campaign In our State for thirty years, 
and I have a I way*, when In office, given 
all of my time to the faithful discharge 
of my duties.

In 1**92 
when iwo Senators and one Representa¬ 
tive wore sent to the international Mon¬ 
etary conference held at Brussels, Bel¬ 
gium. where twenty nations were rep¬ 
resented. James B. McCreary was the 
only commissioner appointed from the 
United States House or Representatives, 
or.d he supported and advocated blmetul- 
lam.”

I first entered Congree.-* a bill to establish 
a Department of Agriculture, and the 
chairman of the committee reported a 
bill which passed establishing a Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture which contained the 
provisions of my bill.

School Fund nnd Military Fund, the sum 
of $2M.331M to the credit of the Sinking 
Fund, mid 1.141 share* of bank stuck 
worth $114,600 nnd turnpike stock worth 
$006,000, making In the aggregate $915,383 26 
of money and available Stock. This state¬ 
ment was furnished me by the Auditor, 
and was referred to by me In my last 
official statement In regard to the finan¬ 
cial condition of Kentucky. 

The record shows that both Legis¬ 
latures which convened while 1 was Gov¬ 
ernor were economical, and there w-as 
nothing done to put the State In debt or 
to increase the necessary appropriations. 
There was no unnecessary expenditure of 
money, no unnneecssary increase of sal¬ 
aries or creation of new offices, and I will 
gladly compare the expense of my four 
years as Governor with the expense of 
the r*rm of the present Governor, or any 
other Governor of Kentucky who has held 
office In tin* Uiat thirty ye**r». 1 caM att*-n- 
tk»n to the f.uU that in UKH the Sheriffs 
tt!nn« caUsaM $49,HV> more than they col¬ 
lected In 1AM. In 1»6 they collected $129.- 
966 more than In Wl. and Including spe¬ 
ck*! lux** paid the Auditor there was 
tiSl.OOr) more paM in taxes Into the Treas¬ 
ury In IM than In 1«M Still the tax rate 
of fifty cents on tho $K0 Is kept up.

Proposition to Divide Election Offi¬ 
cers—A Machine Idea. 


I did not expect that Gov. Beckham 
would refer to the proposition he made 
me in a letter dated July 19. 1906. “that 
he and 1 should request the committee 
to provide that In the selection of elec¬ 
tion officers throughout the State in the 
primary election to be held November 6 . 
1901. as the only two announced candi¬ 
dates for Senator, and. as that la the 
first office upon the ballot, be allowed to 
divide the election officers equally and 
fairly between ua.“ This proposition 
was so clearly Illegal nnd so unfair to the 
other candidate* for State offices, who 
have the same rights under the law to 
select election officers that we have, that 
1 did not believe Lhnt he would refer to 
It again. It Is. however, on a par with 
another statement In his speech, in which 
he admits that there la a machine, nnd 
says there ha* not been a Any In recent 
years that If this so-called machine had 
invited the versatile Senator to come 
into its ranks and be Its candidate for 
Senator he would not have done so. and 
would now be one of the machine's most 
eulogistic advocates. The proposition he 
made me that h 4 and I divide the elec¬ 
tion officers In the State of Kentucky 
equally between us 1* a machine Idea, 
and the only one he ever presented to 
me. and I promptly declined It. and I 
wish to say also that 1 am now and al¬ 
ways have been opprwed to political ma¬ 
chines and to political bo****, and that 
I would rather lo*e the senatorial race 
and stay out of office forever than to bo 
it member of the Kentucky political ma¬ 
chine. or owe my election In any degree 
to It.

Primary Elections, 

It is proper also that I should say 
that, while I have always advocated pri¬ 
mary elections, and several times partici¬ 
pated In them. I have had no connection 
whatever with tho orders under which 
the primary election Is to he held on the 
6 th of next November. And I have never 
been present at any of the meeting* uf 
the 8 *ate Executive Committee. I shall, 
however, be a candidate for United States 
Senator under any plan or mode of pro¬ 
cedure determined upon by the govern¬ 
ing authorities of the Democratic party. 
As a majority of the members of the 
committee which ordered the primary 
have been appointed to office, or are the 
friend* of Gov. Beckham, he will have to 
shore his part of the criticism caused by 
-called 


magnitude. Influence and opportunities 
for good and for avll possessed by rail¬ 
road corporations, we can but conclude 
that there should be some tribunal which 
ha* power to Judge between the railways 
and the people and determine whether 
the railroads are being managed or con¬ 
ducted so as to Injure or destroy the 
property of the rltlxen.

Such legisla¬ 
tion ha* been recommended in three na¬ 
tional Democratic platforms, and the 
people with great unanimity seem to be 
gratified by the passage of the bill pro¬ 
viding for an Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission and for the regulation of railroad 
rates.

Pure Food Bill. 


Tho Pure Food and Pure Medicine Bill 
is a blessing to every home, and a boon 
of health and comfort to ©very man, 
woman and child In the land. Under this 
new law. the people will know exactly 
what they or© buying for food or for 
medicine, and this law prohibits the sal© 
or manufacture of adulterated or mis* 
branded or poisonous drags or medicine. 

The meat Inspection measure, which 
applies to all meats shipped In cold stor¬ 
age or otherwise from the great packing¬ 
houses. Is very Important and very bene¬ 
ficial. 

The President of the United 8 tates, 
after the Inspectors of packing-houses at 
Chicago and other cities had mode thoir 
reports, sent a message to Congress, in 
which he said: 

“The condition shown by the Investi¬ 
gation to exist In tho Chicago stockyards 
are revolting. It Is Imperatively neces¬ 
sary In tho interest of health and de¬ 
cency that proper legislation be immedb 
ately enacted. 

Gen. Miles, formerly Lieutenant Gen¬ 
eral of the United States Army, said: 

“The adulteration of food products Is 
the colossal crime of tho times. I be¬ 
lieve that three thousand United States 
soldier* lost their live* hoc&uoo of adul¬ 
terated. Impure, poisonous meat." 

Under the new meat Inspection measure 
any animal to be slaughtered In a pack¬ 
ing establishment must be examined while 
alive by Government officers, so that any 
sign of disease may be detected, and meat 
prepared for Interstate or foreign com¬ 
merce must be Inspected by expert sani¬ 
tary Inspection, and kept In perfect sani¬ 
tary condition, according to rules and reg¬ 
ulations provided by the United States 
Government. 

Tho Panama canal legislation flxee the 
kind of a canal which ts to bo built to 
connect the waters of the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans, and starts the greatest 
work of any century toward Us ultimate 
completion. The flrst decisive vote on the 
Panama canal had been taken before I en¬ 
tered the United States Senate, but I 
have for y*ars been In favor of an lnter- 
oceanlc canal to connect the waters of the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans, and 1 have 
supported this great enterprise in every 
proper manner.

Government Regulation of Railroad 
Rates. 


A nnw Important and dangerous result 
of existing tariff law* ha* lately made 
It* appearance. We hav* grown accus¬ 
tomed In this country to Industrial 
monopolies and exorbitant prices, but the 
new result which now confronts us con¬ 
sists of retaliatory tariff laws enacted by 
countries which have been the greatest 
buyer* of our products for many years 
past. 

Nations with which we have the most 
amicable relations have already enacted, 
or are now preparing to enact, retaliatory 
tariff laws aaulnst the United States be¬ 
cause of our high protective tariff law*. 

Germany, which Is the second largest 
buyer of American products In the world, 
and France and Swltxerland and Russia 
have already enacted sever© and almost 
prohibitory law*. The German retaliatory 
law was to go Into effect March L 1905. 
but after many diplomatic meetings and 
consultations between the United States 
Secretary of State and the German Am¬ 
bassador. temporary reciprocal tariff re¬ 
lations were agreed upon, and the en¬ 
forcement of th© German tariff law 
against the United States was postponed 
until March 1. 1907, but Congress ad¬ 
journed without any definite action, and 
the German Government Is now display¬ 
ing considerable Impatience. 

France and Swltxerland are now enforc¬ 
ing their new tariff laws. They have In 
France a maximum rate and a minimum 
mte. and France is Imposing her maxi¬ 
mum rate upon th© products of the United 
States. 

After tho peace conference at Ports¬ 
mouth. In which the President of tho 
United States was so conspicuous In ar¬ 
ranging terms of peace between Russia 
and Japan while a million of soldiers 
were In hostile array, the Emperor of 
Russia showed hl» appreciation of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt's efforts by ord©rtng the 
restoration of the former low tariff rates 
between Russia and the United States. 

Great Britain has been the best and 
largest buyer of our products for many 
years, but a now tariff policy Is being 
discussed In that great country. 

We exported from the United States 
lost year In round numbers about $1,500,- 
000.000 of our production, and of that 
amount w*e sent to Great Britain and her 
colonies 56 per cent., or about $800,000,000 
worth 

No greater question Is now presedtod 
for consideration than the effect of retali¬ 
atory tariff laws by other nations on the 
commerce and business of th© United 
States 

If a time shoutd come when our form 
products and manufacture*, heretofore 
sold to th© great nations of Europe, 
should, because of retaliatory tariff laws, 
be left piled up in our country without 
a foreign market, we would have In busi¬ 
ness depression and trad© stagnation a 
terrlbl© object lesson of the result of tho 
Dingley tariff law 

If under th© leadership of th© able and 
accomplished Chamberlain. Great Britain 
should reverse hor policy of fre© trad© 
and practically close her markets to our 
exports by Imposing tariff duties as high 
snd comprehensive as our* on all goods 
imported there and allow fra© tnul© with 
such of her colonies as granted her pref¬ 
erential rates, the effect upon th© com¬ 
merce and business of our country would 
be more disastrous and destructive than 
any assault ever made upon them before.

Th© Monro© Doctrine, so called. Is a 
part of th© settled poUcy of this Govern¬ 
ment. and Is very dear to th© people of 
our country. Th© origlnaU Monro© Doc¬ 
trine of 1623 nm affirmed by President 
Monro© involved three important declara¬ 
tion* 

First—Th© American continents would 
not be subject to ooionlxatlon by any 
European Power. 

Becond—\V© cannot permit any Interven¬ 
tion by any European Power In th© affairs 
of th© South American Republics for th* 

turpos© of oppressing them or controlling 

i any other manner their dcntlny. 

Third—W© cannot p^nk the allied 
Pursers, being th© member* of th© Holy 
Alliance, to extend their political sys¬ 
tem to any portion of North or South 
America. 

It l* clear, therefore, that th©President's 
action wo* not ©upported by the Mon¬ 
ro© r>o©trtn©. and th© Senate bus never 
ratified tho Santo Domingo treaty.

WOMEN ACHIEVE WONDERS. 


The halo of mystery which until com¬ 
paratively recent years surrounded the 
•now-clad mountains has passed away, 
•nd an easy familiarity now tvlgrts in 
Its stead, with the result that the rec¬ 
ognized rules of mountaineering are 
•tore frequently violated, and the num¬ 
ber of accldcuts in the Alps U increas¬ 
ing every year, says the London Ex¬ 
press. 

This season Is barely twp months old, 
and already forty-eight fatalities have 
happened, mainly on the lower moun¬ 
tains. | 

In point of danger, bnd In proportion 
to the number of Its devotees, moun¬ 
taineering compares favorably with 
most sports, and If the fatal accidents 
|n the Alps have become more numerous 
of late years, this Is due to the delib¬ 
erate neglect of ordinary precautions or 
the unconscious violation of the es¬ 
tablished rules of the "craft." 

Formerly Alpinists took the sport ca¬ 
llously, and underwent a careful 
course of training prior to undertak¬ 
ing a climb. Nowadays the mountain¬ 
eering centers are crowded by adven¬ 
turous tourists, the majority of whom. 
Ignorant of the fundamental principles 
of Alpinism, trnvhl to Switzerland “to 
do" the most difficult and dangerous 
peaks, and to break records In record 
time. 

It is with the view of protecting this 
Class of "Alpinist" — sarcastically, 
though Justly, known at "mountain 
•eratchers"—against themselves ihat 
the Swiss and Italian Alpine clubs have 
decided to place the matter before their 
respective Governments, with tho ob¬ 
ject of prohibiting oil persona—except 
export Alplrtista—attempting the as¬ 
cents of difficult peaks without guide*. 
• • • 

“Mountain Scratchera.” 

Statistics collected by theee Alpine 
Clubs show that 40 per cent, of moun¬ 
tain accidents happen to Inexperienced 
climbers, who Imagine that they can 
dispense with the services of the pro¬ 
fessional. 

Another •movement which is warmly 
supported In this country Is one to pro¬ 
hibit the plucking of edelweiss and oth¬ 
er Alpine flowers above a height of L000 
f**t. This practice Is a fruitful source 
of accidents among the foolhardy and 
reckless climbers. 

Many accidents—suicides would bet¬ 
ter describe these fatalities—due pure¬ 
ly to Ignorance and rashness, have 
occurred recently. 

Three young German students, find¬ 
ing the time hanging heavily, decided 
to leave Montreux “for a climb" In the 
mountains above With no provisions. 
In town boots, wearing straw hats, and 
gtlly swinging their canes, the "Alpin¬ 
ists" set out on their Journey. Needless 
to add, they lost their way. and In the 
Couloir de Chaumeny the Inevitable ac¬ 
cident happened. Two were carried 
down to 8t. Glngolph with broken 
limbs, and Am si 111 in hospital there, 
protrfiMy Injured for life 
A similar accident happened to a 
>^»ung Swiss named Asrhbacher, of 
Clsreqs. who ventured on the Cl me de 
I l.st alone and fell down a precipice, 
where hi- remained thirty hours before 
o-lng rescued. 

Th# other fatalities, with few excep¬ 


tions. could have been avoided If guides 
had been employed and some care and 
Judgment been used by the hapless 
victims.

Daring* Women Climbers. 

There la. however, a pleasanter idle 
to mountaineering—the conquest of the 
giant Alps—and. curious to relate, 
women climbers have captured most of 
the laurels so far this seoaon. 

The first ascent of the Matterhorn 
was made by a Swiss girl of eighteen. 
Mile. Leonle Gl or draux. of Zermatt 
Roped between two stalwart guides, 
she negotiated the perilous pathway up 
to the summit with great skill and 
pluck, watched by a hundred telescope* 
below. 

Another girl, Mile. Isabelle Laugel, 
of Paris, aged thirteen, created a rec¬ 
ord by climbing the Aiguille de ITn. 
abouk 12.000 feet high, one of the mos: 
dangerous peaks In the entire Mom 
Blanc range. 

The remarkable Alpine feat accom¬ 
plished by two young ladles from Lon¬ 
don. Miss Rhoda Hindley and her 
friend. Mias Loulou Murray, outshines 
the records made by their Swiss find 
French slaters. Piloted by their guide, 
Christian Burgener, of Grind*) wald. 
they left Grenoble, in France, and trav¬ 
ersed the entire range of the French 
and Swiss Alps as far a* ZermaftL The 
Intrepid climbers carried their own 
provisions and clothes, and lived above 
the snow line fur several weeks, climb¬ 
ing the peaks, some two doxen In num¬ 
ber. Minx barred their way. 

Among the chief ofecenis were those 
of the Col de la Latice, 11.625 feet; 
the Grand Paradis, 13.324 feet. La Ore- 
vola, 13,022 feet; Bee de Mona, 1L950 
feet; acroc* the Theodule Pass, 10.389 
feet, and the Rlmpflschom, 13.790 feeL

Mont Blanc Conquered. 


After a short rest at Zermatt the 
courageous Alpinist* attempted the 
Matterhorn, hut were forced back by 
Inclement weather All these heights 
w'ere scaled for the first time this sea¬ 
son—several of them have not been 
ascended for many year*—nnd consti¬ 
tute a great victory for the woman 
climber. 

Mount Blanc was "conquered" for the 
ftnst time this year by M. van Eck, of 
Dutch nationality, who was imprisoned 
on the summit for several hours by a 
snowstorm Last year sixty-four per¬ 
sons stood on tho "Roof of Europe." 
and since 1876 no fewer than 2.108 Al¬ 
pinists have accomplished the same 
feat. 

King Sisowath, of Cambodia, had the 
same ambition; but ho outstayed his 
welcome In Fiance. It is said, and re¬ 
ceived urgent telegrams from homo to 
return.

were seated At the next tuble enjoying 
their humble hock* os much as tho 
rare vintages on the Khedive's table.

"Whut's the matter with you? Can’t 
you keep out of the way? First thing 
you know. Ml step on you some day. 
and It'll be all over with you. In spite 
of your nine lives. Cross? No, sir, I'm 
not cross. I never saw such a cat. 
Every time I get a little bit excited 
you say I’m cross. I suppose you've 
been listening to those foolish stories 
the trainers tel! 'round here, about how 
elephants always get cross when they 
begin to get old. and sooner or later 
have to be killed. Bah! I'Ve beard ’em. 
Such rubbish! I'm more than a hundred 
years old now, and you know' yourself 
that no lady could have a nicer dis¬ 
position. « 

"There you are! All comfy now? 
Well. then, listen, Peter. I am about 
to retire from business and go down to 
our estate In Florida to spend the rear 
of' my days In having a good time. 
Now, do you wonder that I am ex¬ 
cited? 

“We are to go In state, Peter, you 
and I—for. of course, I could never 
think of going without you—and are to 
have a private car especially fitted up 
for us. Mr. Melville Is going with us. 
and we are to start In the morning." 

A scenic, railway car passed over their 
heads with a rattle nnd roar, and an 
aqyompanlment of shrieks that drown¬ 
ed their voices, end Empress shook a 
mosquito from her MgnjpM old MML and 
cast her dim eyes over the brilliant 
lights of Luna Park with a heavy sigh. 

'i'll miss it oil.*' she resumed, with a 
thoughtful wag of her head. "I don't 
know how* I will get along without It 
When a person has been In the same 
business upward of «i hundred years 
she gets kind of attached to ft. You 
see. I have been working for the Mel¬ 
ville family for more than a century. 
I've supported four generations of 'em. 
and kepi 'em In comfort and plenty; 
and now* that I'm getting old and stiff, 
my eyesight ain't ns good ak It used to 
be, and all this noise and racket kind of 
gets on my nerves. Frank thinks that I 
have earned my rest, so he Is going to 
take me down to his farm In Florida. 

"Think I'm kind of familiar to call 
Mr. Melville 'Frank.' do you? Pish, 
tush, Peter; that shmv*#how much you 
know about It. Why. I rolled him 
around with my trunk before he was 
out o* swaddlin’ clothes, and he was 
barely two years old when I used to 
pick him up and put him on my hack 
and enjoy It. Familiar' Why, you fool¬ 
ish kitten. Vve helped to raise that 
whole Melville family. Ever since 
Great-grandfather Melville brought me 
over to this country way back In 1831. 
I’ve bfltn a pad i f the family. i*ve lived 
with 'em. and I've w*orked for 'em. and 
I've slaved for ’em, and I’ve loved ’em, 
every* one — great-grandfather, grand¬ 
father. fathers and sons—and now that 
the old family Is runnln' out. nnd our 
Frank here, the last of the Melville*. Is 
gettln' on In years and thtnklu’ of soon 
retirin' from the show business. It 
makes me feel that my day# of useful¬ 
ness are over, snd It’s time for old Em¬ 
press to move on." 

"Yes. I've had a long life, and »i 
pretty exciting one. I don’t know Just 
how old 1 was when I was captured i 


and brought over from Ceylon for 
Cook’s cin us. hut I know that I was* 
a full-grown elephant then. The Mel¬ 
ville# sny that I am somewhere# be* 
tween 110 and 120 year* old. hut that 
ain't so terribly old for an elephont. 
and I expect to live a long time yet. 
I’ve seen the circus business grow from 
the small one-tent overland circus to 
the astonishing aggregation of accu¬ 
mulated accomplishments (I learned 
that from Tody* Hamilton) which fc is 
I to-day. I’ve helped haul our circuses 
(tom place to place; I’ve figured In 
smash-ups and raJInwid wrecks many 
a time, nnd I’ve had some pretty nar¬ 
row* escape* from death. Once I 
went through a bridge and like to have 
been killed. I fell thirty feet, landed 
In a river bed. and the way I struck 
paralyzed my leg*. James Melville. 
Frank’s father, was with me. and I 
never will forget how good he wo# to 
me. He cried like a baby to see me 
suffer, snd though I was not able to 
move for four days, he never left me 
day or night for a minute, birt sat by 
me and nursed me like I was his ow*n 
child. 

"Another time, when we were trav¬ 
eling ’cross country with the show*, 
some of our wagons got mixed up with 
s freight train, nnd I had to work tw*o 
wiide da)** pushln* cars around and 
helpin’ to clear up tihe w*reck. 

“You didn’t know 1 was n war vet¬ 
eran. did you, Peter? I don’t wear my 
G. A. R button around common, but 
sometimes when I’m real dreiwed up 1 
wear It In my left ear. It becomes me 
fine. Fight in tho Civil War? You 
bet I did. On both side*, too. That’* 
more than most Civil War veteran h 
can say. ain't It? It was this way: 
One time during the Civil War our 
show pulled Into Nashville. The John¬ 
ny# were needin’ a little amusement 
pretty bad Just then, and we w*err do¬ 
in' a fine business, when along come# 
the Yanks one night and attacks the 
town. I tell you. Peter, there was 
something doing there for a while. 

"The Rebs. they grabs me right out 
of the ring and set ine to hauling am¬ 
munition and guns—and me n good 
Republican! Rut it didn't take long 
for our fellow* to turn the tables on 
'em. They got a hold of me. and w*e 
up and chased ’em out lively, ayd then 
we sets up a tent and the NfHvUtos 
charges Yanks and Johnnys alike fl 
a head to see me do my tricks. Lots of 
them feller* had never seen an elephant 
before, and we entertained the whole 
army, and made a mint of money out 
of 'em. 

"We used to hav* great time* those 
days. But times have changed since 
then. The circus business isn’t what 
it used to be when I was young 

"Then we traveled by wagon, every¬ 
body took his share of the work, and 
we were like one big family. Now the 
'stars’.have their private cars, live 
high, and all they cure for the ’show' 
Is to get their salaries out of it. 

"OH. yes; I guess I know the circus 
business about as well os any creature 
living. I guess there ain’t many os 
has been In It as long a# I have. I 
was the second elephant ever brought 
to this country*, and the first one ever 
seen In Mexico. Old Bolivar was the 
first elephant brought to the United 
States, hut he died, and for 8 long 
time I was the only elephant In Amer¬ 
ica. I traveled all over Eurojx*. showed 
before many of the crowned heads, ap¬ 
peared In nearly every city of any size 
In this country, nnd one time or an¬ 
other have been with almost every big 
circus that ever toured this country. 

1 whs with B.imum and Bailey for 
years, nnd almost as long with the 
Forepsughs, but wherever I have been 
It has always been with one of the 
Melville*, because, as I said before. I 
was one of the family, and wherever 
they went I went along as naturally 
as the baggage or the children. 

"Of course." she continued, after a 
moment of d»*ep reflection, *'I will be 
glad to he able to get out where I can 
be out in the sunshine all day, and 
have plenty of room to walk about; 
and It will be a great relief to me to 
got away from all this noise and rack¬ 
et. and from the irritation of these 
frivolous young elephants* round here, 
that never will know their business." 
she resumed, wistfully, "but how* I am 
going to live without Frank Melville I 
don't see. We never have been apart 
since that boy came on earth, and I 
don’t know how* I'm going to stand ft 
without him. He feela bad about It. 
too. But ho told me that he was 
Mindin' me down fh^re because he loved 
me. and wanted me to be easy an' hap¬ 
py. He’s promised me that he’ll come 
down to see me often, but I don’t know 
—lately he’s took up with a'measly 
little no-account canary bird for a pet. 
and maybe he’ll forget all about poor 
old Empress Lonesome? Oh. yes. I 
suppose t will bo oonie lonesome down 
there In tho country, with no band 
a-playin’ and nobody yellin' ice-cold 
lemonade,' and 'Here’s your tickets for 
the concert,’ but there’s plenty com¬ 
pany down then'—old veterans like my¬ 
self There's old Prince, the Arabian 
stallion; he Is over forty years old—a 
mere baby to me. of course, but old 
for a horse; there’s Pedro, the donkey: 
nobody knows how old he Is, but he 
was btickljF greenhorns off Into the 
sawdust away back in the 60’s; there's 
old Jenny, the trained boar, that used 
to amuse the grandfathers and grand¬ 
mothers of the present generation.

OPPOSITION HAS VANISHED.

very unsatisfactory condition In Re¬ 
publican politics In that State, result¬ 
ing from th© friction of the recent Stab* 
convention. Borne of th**#n lowans 
think that the Republican ticket will 
be extensively cut In th* election, al¬ 
though they do not go far enough to 
prophesy the defeat of the Republican 
candidate for Governor. It Is also 
probable In their opinion that the con¬ 
gressional ticket may suffer to some 
extent. 

That tho State convention left its 
nears there can be no doubt. The Cum¬ 
mins victory was complete, but events 
may yet show It was won at consider¬ 
able cost to the party. The defeated 
fact Ion 1st* are In that frame of <mind 
that they are ready to go to great 
lengths for revenge. Still the old 
stagers in the party ranks #ay that by 
the lime election day rolls around, 
the disappointed ones will have blown 
off steam in threat# anb repining* and 
the most of them will walk up to the 
polls Hke little men and vote the reg¬ 
ular Republican ticket. 

The Second Iowa district is thought 
by the Republican* to be In danger. 
The Republican Incumbent. Mr. Daw¬ 
son. carried it In the last election by 
186 votes, the district being normally 
Democratic. However, Mr. M. J. Wade, 
regarded as the strongest Democrat 
In the district, has announced that he 
will not run, and the Republicans 
think that with Mr. Wade out of the 
way they still will have ' a fighting 
chance with the odds agulnst them. 

In the Eighth district thing# looked 
squally for Col. Pete Hepburn for a 
time, but the clouds have rolled away. 
The Democrats were talking of nomi¬ 
nating Mr. Claude Porter to run agulnst 
Col. Hepburn, in which event there 
would have been some fun in the eighth 
district, but the Burlington railroad. 
Which has at least a little to say in 
Iowa politics, took a hand in the game. 
The Democrats nominated Mr. Por¬ 
ter for Governor, Jhereb^ getting him 
out of tol Hepburn*8 road and at the 
same time putting up th© strongest 
condldate against Cummins, w hich was 
gratifying to the Burlington, coming 
and going. 

The gossips out In Iowa, according to 
the reports coming to town, predict that 
after the next term Represent*Uvea 
Cousins and Hull will drop out of Con¬ 
gress. 

JEROME WILL SAY "YES.” 

To Enter Race for Democratic Nomi¬ 
nation for Governor. 

New York. Aug 18—District Attor¬ 
ney Jerome will In a very few days 
announce his willingness to run for 
Governor and the conditions of his 
candidacy. He is now in Lakeville, 
Conn., and w*hile there he will prepare 
a letter or address directed to promi¬ 
nent Democrats of the Interior of the 
State, who Have requested him to al¬ 
low* the uho of hi# name In order to 
save the Democratic party In what 
they regard as a very serious crisis.

bonds and mortgages valued at $4lo.<- 
000. The complainant declares that In 
June, 1897, the trustees authorized the 
conveyance to the Governor and other 
State officials of the property w*hlch 
he should have turned over to the uni¬ 
versity. 

Spaulding was released from prison 
In 1904. since which time he avers he 
has repeatedly sought Information as 
to the disposal of the proceeds of the 
property In question. He declares it 
Is the duty of the university trustees 
to refund to him the difference between 
his indebtedness and Che proceeds from 
the sale. If such have been made, and 
asks the court to so adjudicate his 
claim.

MadisonvHlc. Ky.. Aug. 18.—[SpeclaJ.l 
—Gov. J. C. W. Beckham, candidate for 
United States Senator to succeed 
James B. McCreary, opened hla cam¬ 
paign In Western Kentucky to-day in 
this city, having arrived here early 
this morning from Henderson. He 
spent the morning shaking hands with 
friends. 

He was driven to the Tabernacle at 
1 o’clock this afternoon, where he de¬ 
livered an Interesting speech to an au¬ 
dience of about 1.500 people. Prayer 
was offered by the Hev. Mr. Tucker, 
of the Presbyterian church, after which 
the Hon. J. G. B. Hall introduced Gov. 
BecJcham. The Governor was cordially 
received, and his address was listened 
to with much interest. He followed the 
lines of his Lexington speoch, em¬ 
phasising his stand for the enforcement 
of the law. Seated back of the Gov¬ 
ernor were various ministers of the 
city, the members of the local Women's 
Christian Temperance Union and the 
Hixon Y. S. Hla utterances favorable 
to temperance and the enforcement of 
the Sunday-closing law were enthusias¬ 
tically received. Gov. Beckham de¬ 
clared'that the saloons and the lawless 
clement of tho State were organised to 
accomplish his defeat and the election 
of his opponent. Senator McCreary. Ho 
sevcrly criticised the administration of 
Senator McCreary, when he w*na Gov¬ 
ernor. saying that If he had had a ma¬ 
chine such us he (Beckham) is accused 
of running.

Attorney General Hays, candidate for 
Governor, was denounced as a reck¬ 
less slanderer Gov.

Beckham entered the 
Tabernacle the audience sang ’’Amer¬ 
ica.’* After the speaJcing, "My Old 
Kentucky Home” was sung.

The Reception Committee was 
composed of Lee Gibson, chairman of 
the Democratic Committee; R. L. Fer¬ 
guson. editor of the Madison vllle Jour- 
nal; Judge J. F. Gordon, Judge John 
Hall.

ANOTHER WILD DAY. 


PACIFIC STOCKS CONTINUE TO 
FLUCTUATE. 


Price* Advance Buoyantly, and There 
Is Enormous Buying Up to the 
Close. 


New f York. Aug 18.—Yesterday’s wild 
scenes on the stock exchange were re¬ 
peated to-day. Tho galleries were 
crowded with spectators attracted by 
the reports of yesterday’s excitement 
duo to the electrifying effect of the un¬ 
expected amount of the dividend de¬ 
clared on Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific. Theso two stocks continued to 
make sensational fluctuations.' The 
whole market was affected In sym¬ 
pathy. Prices advanced buoyantly 
from 1 to 3 points on a buying demand 
such as has not been witnessed in the 
stock market since the bull period of 
Apr|l, ,1$01. Brokers apparently had 
orders to buy unlimited amounts of 
Union Pacific and Southern- Pacific, 
and blocks of thousands of shares, and 
even of tens of thousands of shares, 
were taken at the market at any 
price demanded by the sellers. 

An effervescent boiling up of prices 
In those two stocks resulted. Running 
soles of 20,000 shares of Union Pacific 
were made at once at 181% to 185. and 
35,000 shares of Southern Pacific at 89 
to 91. High prices for these stocks 
yesterday were 179% for Union Pacific 
and 89 for Southern Pacific. The fury 
of buying continued after the opening; 
prices ran off from time to time, while 
room traders were taking their quick 
profits, but the uplift was 'resumed. 
Pennsylvania was second only to the 
Pacifies In activity and buoyancy 
During the second hour Reading came 
Into prominence and was rushed up 
over four points on an almost unllmlt 
ed buying movement. 

Heavy profit-taking by room traders 
made prices fluctuate constantly, but 
the enormous buying continued un- 
dlmlnlshed up to the c losing.

Policemen Fined $5 and Fines 
Suspended. 


Decision of Judge McCann 
Makes Appeal Impossible. 


Judge Richards Takes Excep¬ 
tion and Makes New Move. 


ACTORS NOW UNDER ARREST. 


After a lively afternoon’* session, 
characterized by an attack upon “cer 
tain member#*’ of th* city administra¬ 
tion. by Scott Bullitt, the uttorney for 
Uw» Avemi* Theater, and replies by 
Robert J. HagaJi. the Prosecuting At- 
tomoy, and by Judge Richard* the at¬ 
torney for the city, the case* of the 
patrolmen charged with disorderly con¬ 
duct In thoir attempts to blockade the 
Avenue Theater last Sunday, were con¬ 
cluded In the Poiloe Court yesterday. 
A fine of $5 was Impound In each case, 
and the fines immediately were remit¬ 
ted. Judge Richards made an earnest 
plea In oenalf of the defendants that 
Judge MoCenn give them Ah oppor¬ 
tunity to appeal the cases by Imposing 
large fines, but he was unsuccessful. 

After the decision of the court Judge 
Richards took a new tack and caused 
warrants to be issued against the mem¬ 
bers of the troupe which appeared At 
the Afvenuo Theater laid Sunday. The 
actors and actresses wore arrested at 
the theater, immediately following the 
close of the matinee, and were taken 
to Central police station. They were 
charged with working at their trade on 
8unday. nod were released on bail. 

Judge Richard* spoke for the four¬ 
teen policemen, and he was followed by 
Mr. Bullitt and David Baird for the 
Avenue Theater. An Interesting four- 
cornered situation was shown In the 
positions of fhe four attorneys. Mr 
Hagan, although Prosecuting Attor¬ 
ney'. stated at the beginning of the trial 
that he considered the policemen inno¬ 
cent. and he did not take a great part 
In the prosecution. Judge Richards, as 
attorney for the city, acted oa attorney 
for the policemen. Mr. Bullitt ex¬ 
plained that he was asstqpng the prose¬ 
cution through the courtesy of the 
court, while Mr. Baird was an Inde¬ 
pendent prosecutor, employed by 
Charles A. Shaw, the manager of the 
theater.

Courtroom Crowded. 

# - ■ -— ______ 

At 1.30 o’clock yesterday the case was 
resumed. A large crowd of prominent 
attorneys and friends of "those inter¬ 
op eeted w-as present and thronged the 
dingy* courtroom. Judge Richards said 
at the outset that he wished to leave 
the city and so desired that each side 
be limited In argument to a half hour. 
/ Mr. Hagan approved of his suggestion, 

• but Mr. Bullitt objected on the ground 

that the Issue was too grave to be 
, treated In such a cursory manner. He 
explained that he "had been primed 
for some time, and did not W'ant all 
his knowledge and accumulation of 
facts to be wasted. He finally compro¬ 
mised the matter with Judge McCann 
by saying: M I shall speak until the 
Court Is tired, and then I’ll stop." 

Judge Richards made the first argu¬ 
ment. He stated, in substance, "that 
he would address his remarks, which 
would be brief, to the motion he bad 
made that the warrant be dismissed, 
but in order to enable the court to 
better appreciate the motion he would 
state the facta In chronological order 
as follows. The Statutes of Kentucky 
make It a criminal offense for anyone 
to work at his usual trade or calling 
on Sunday. It has been decided that 
# Balling tickets and operating a theater 
on Sunday is work within the mean¬ 
ing of these statutes. 

He cited the cose of Quarles vs State 
of Arkansas. The following Is the 
Btatuate of that State: "Every per¬ 
son who ahall on the Sabbath or Sun¬ 
day be found laboring, or shall compel 
his apprentice or servant to labor, or 
to perform other services than cus¬ 
tomary household duties of dally ne¬ 
cessity, comfort or charity, on con¬ 
viction thereof shall be finAd on© dol¬ 
lar for each separate offense " 

Quarles was Indicted for selling thea¬ 
ter tickets and operating his theater 
©n Sunday. The court held this to be 
labor within the meaning of the stat¬ 
ute. saying: "In the case at bar, the 
acts done were In violation of the let¬ 
ter of the statute, a* they. In the opin¬ 
ion of the court, constituted laboring 
on Sunday within the meaning of the 
statute.**

orating the Avenue Theater last Sun¬ 
day, he said. In the discharge of their 
duties they had acted wit|i great for¬ 
bearance. he said although Mr Bul¬ 
litt. as described by Capt. Owens, was 
running up and down the streets like 
a wild man. with his fists full of tick¬ 
ets. distributing them to half-grown 
boys on the street, and urging them 
to try to get Into the theater; that the 
only ’laying on hands’ was at the re¬ 
quest of Mr. Bullitt. In order that he 
might make his case. 

"It Is, therefore, clear.** said he. 
"that th^se defendants have not been 
guilty of any disorderly conduct, but 
were simply obeying the legal orders 
of thslr superior officers, Yet, If they 
are convicted under this warrant it 
must be upon the charge of disorderly 
conduct.** 


He then called the attention of the 
court to the fact that disorderly con¬ 
duct was only made nn offense 
by an ordinance of the city of 
Louisville, and that the Judge of the 
Police Court had heretofore ruled that 
suuh an offense could be prosecuted 
only In the name of the city, and hud 
recently dismissed some fifteen war¬ 
rants against Dan Reynolds, who was 
charged with pool selling, under an 
ordinance, because they w'ere Issued 
In tiie name of the Commonwealth. 
He laid one of the Reynolds warrants 
that had been dismissed by the side 
of the warrant in this efts© on the desk 
before the Judge, and asked him to 
compare them to see that they were 
exactly the same form. He then asked 
that the court rule upon this question 
In the same way that he had ruled in 
the Dan Reynolds case, which neces¬ 
sarily would result In the dismissal 
of the warrant. 

Mr. Bullitt began to speak at 2 
o’clock for the prosecution, and his 
argument lasted for an hour. His 
speech was full of biblical allusion*, 
and provoked great laughter at times. 
He attacked the presentation of the 
affidavits which were rejected yester¬ 
day and violently denounced the author 
of ihem. He reiterated again and again 
that the police officers were to be com¬ 
mended for their actions on last Sun¬ 
day. but that It was the fault of the 
men "higher up” that they had "made 

asses of themselves.” 

• • • 

Defines Disorderly Conduct. 


to do with the case nnd who should 
not be dragged Into the open court for 
vilification and abuse. Mr Bullitt re¬ 
plied that when slander was mentioned, 
he could- bring In the question of th»* 
affidavits presented by Judge Richards 
He complimented Capt. Hendricks for 
not signing those "lying affidavits.” 
He said that he had the most extreme 
contempt for the man who "placed his 
hands In the gutter of the red-light dis¬ 
trict to drug forth Simons from a sa¬ 
loon in that neighborhood." 

"The man. more contemptible than 
Simons." said he. "is the man who 
brought him out.. 1 do not think that 
Judge Richards has done It. Let him 
come forth. lit wager that right now. 
the man who did It la hanging hla head 
In shame.** 

In conclusion he asked that fines be 
Imposed upon the defendants. 

"Let It Joe for only $5.” said* he. "and 
then It may be suspended, but let a 
fine be Imposed. I do not ask that It 
be placed on all, but only on some 
We will promise to waive all liability 
and claim for damages because we be¬ 
lieve that they are as good men as are 
to be found In this State." 

Mr Bullitt was followed by Mr. Ha¬ 
gan. who stated to the court that he 
wished to disclaim all knowledge of 
tho slander that, he said. Mr. Bullitt 
had Just made. 

"You have never heard me utter such 
words.” said he. "and I have practiced 
In this court for five years. I want no 
suspended fines, your honor. 1 want 
the fines to bo Inrge enough. If there 
are going to be any fines, so ns to 
satisfy the people that a wrong has 
been avenged and so that an appeal 
can be taken." 

• • • 

Mr. Baird’s Argument. 


Judge Rtrhsrds said there were de¬ 
cision* In other States to the same 
affect, but that It was not necessary to 
go beyond tbe local Circuit Court In 
Older to establish the fact that It was 
Unlawful to operate a theater on Sun¬ 
day, The case to which he referred 
was this same Avenue Theater, defend¬ 
ed by the same attorney. Mr. Bullitt, 
in which it was held that a contract 
to give a theatrical performance on 
Sunday, was illegal and void, from 
which decision Mr, Bullitt never ap¬ 
pealed. 

He then cited the provision In the 
<dty charter, making It the duty of 
policemen to prevent crimes, to Inspect 
places of public amusement and to 
prevent gfi unlawful act* or practices 
*n them. The police force had at¬ 
tempted to obey this law by preventing 


Hia first point was thtkt of tho alleged 
Illegality of the order. He contended 
that the order given to the police by 
the Board of Public Safety was Illegal 
and that an officer is not protected by 
law* from the time when he carries out 
an Illegal order even though Instructed 
] by a superior officer, and Is guilty of 
disorderly conduct. He gave a thor¬ 
ough definition of wha4 constitutes dis¬ 
orderly conduct and argued that tres¬ 
passing. or anytklftg against JJie law, 
Ls included within the category, even 
the "laying on «*f hands." A gross vio¬ 
lation of a special duty, he said, steal¬ 
ing. murder, unlawful arrest and the 
failure to make a lawful one Is dis¬ 
orderly conduct. He said that the 
placing of hands by an officer upon a 
person whom he wrongly thinks Is 
committing a wrong Is an Illegal ar¬ 
rest and asserted that the police wore 
guilty of this offense last Sunday. An 
assault may be committed by gesture, 
or threat, Mr. Bullitt said, and as he 
eaW the officers held their clubs In 
thetr hands, and motioned tho people 
away when they "had a legal right to 
enter tho theater," they were guilty of 
the act. He said the act Is disorderly 
conduct whether committed by the offi¬ 
cers through the Board of Public Safe¬ 
ty or through "Ills Highness from 
whom their authority flows." 

"I asked the people to enter the the¬ 
ater." said Mr. Bullitt, "because I 
thought that the officers had no right 
to keep them out. I was willing to be 
arrested ami to act as the sacrificial 
goat, and <o be brought here to test 
the law for my people They didn’t ar¬ 
rest the men w*ho committed the viola¬ 
tion, but they kept out the people who 
were innocent of any crime. I was on 
the scene to s*e that my people didn’t 
violate the law. while Judge Richards 
went on a holiday, instead of staying 
there. If he had been there, os I was. 
the police would not have done as they 
did. But no, he thought that we would 
Just sit down on our hindquarters, and 
cry ‘Good Lord, deliver us!’ But we 
didn’t. We colled their bluff and made 
them do thetr dumedcst. I was will¬ 
ing to be the ridicule of all to see that 
my people kept within the law." 

Mr. Bullitt then stated that there 
was no mention In any statute or ordi¬ 
nance about the legality or illegality of 
theaters and that the question had 
never been decided by any court. The 
task of proving that a theater Is not 
a necessity, he said, rests on the de¬ 
fense. He compared the theater to a 
liquor house and drew a comparison 
between the action of the poller last 
Sunday and the situation If the same 
notions should he carried out in fr«*nt 
of an open saloon.

Condemns Man -Higher Up. M 

*T have the most profound admira¬ 
tion for the ministers wiio honestly be¬ 
lieve In closing the theaters on .Sun¬ 
day.” km Id he, "even though I differ 
with them on the (nw and wisdom of 
It. But 1 have only the most profound 
contempt for that species of reformer 
who use* hie official position, and the 
police under him In order to press down 
the lid on Jefferson street to wreck nn 
ex-Confederate soldier and at the same 
time raises It nt the resort* of the 
wealthy classes In order to Increase 
the dividends on a large block of stock 
owned by a man ‘higher up,* ** 

Before he hart finished. Judg • Rleh- 
.irds was on his feet, and objected to 
fhe slanderous remarks against tho** 
In authority, who, he said had nothing 


Mr. Baird then concluded the argu¬ 
ment for the prosecution. He said that 
the question Involved was not one of 
the legality of the Sunday theater. He 
spoke at length with regard to Judge 
Richards’ point concerning the legality 
of the warrants. He cited several 
cases to show that the warrants could 
be amended in case they were wrong 
and that they would not have to be dis¬ 
missed. He said that the law wvis as 
much a State law as a city one. He 
also commended the officers upon their 
action In view of their orders. 

"We live under the law." he con¬ 
cluded. "and no functionary can 
transcend It. There are twm» ways of 
carrying out an order of & law, a legal 
and an tllogal way. If you follow the 
latter, you are guilty of violating the 
law." 

He then applied this to the conduct 
of the policemen. 

After the argument had been finished 
Judge McCann retired, and at 4 30 
o’clock he returned wlfh hlw decision. 
He concluded with the words: 

"Therefore, the order'of this court Is 
that they shall be fined five dollars 
each, and the fine* suspended." 

After Judge McCann had read his 
opinion Judge Richards asked him to 
amend the Judgment so that the de¬ 
fendants could be fined not less than 
$20. the amount required to enable 
them to appeal. He said that he made 
the motion at the personal request of 
Capt. Hendricks and otner defendants; 
that the court had stated Friday, when 
the Prosecuting Attorney moved to dis¬ 
miss the warrant, that the question 
was an Important one and should be 
tried out in this court and In the Cir¬ 
cuit Court. The Judge overruled the 
motion. 

• • • 

Just Started, Says Judge Richards. 

Judge Richards afterward explained 
that the court had followed Mr. Bul¬ 
litt’s suggestion a* to the amount of 
fine and Its remission in the same 
order. 

"The effect of this Is two-fold." he 
said. "The amount ls not sufficient to 
justify an appeal, and remitting the 
fine prevents the defendants from sub¬ 
mitting to an arrest under a capias, for 
which they could have sued out writs 
of habeas corpus In the Circuit Court. 

"The fight for the closing of the Sun¬ 
day theaters has only Just begun. I 
am In no worse tlx than when the Po¬ 
lice Court decided against me in the 
saloon cases. The Board of Public 
Safety will pursue the matter until 
they have a Judgment under which the 
operation of these theaters on Sunday 
can be prevented." 

When asked what he hod to say re¬ 
garding the decision. Mr. Hagan said: 

"I think that after Judge Richards 
and aJl of the defendants had asked 
that the fines be made such that an 
appeal might be taken. Judge McCann 
ought to have granted their request. 
I am still a# much convinced as ever 
that the officers were not guilty of the 
acts alleged." 

Mr. Bullitt made the following state¬ 
ment: 

"The decision was a great victory for 
law and order. The rights of the pri¬ 
vate citizen are vindicated. No exec¬ 
utive officer controlling the Police De¬ 
partment 1* greater than the law. All 
that the theaters contended for was 
that every question of right and wrong 
should be decided decently, and not by 
j illegal proceedings which were calcu¬ 
lated to cause breaches of the peace, 
rioting and possibly bloodshed." 

Judge McCann’s decision In full was 
as follows: 


be necosswry to satisfy their orders, and 
communicated this intent by action to 
ithose who apptsred and desired to <?nt«r 
thr theater. It nreria no argument to 
show that this conduct would nave been 
highly reprehensible constituting dis¬ 
orderly cor duct within the meaning of th* 
fc*w. had it been committed by person* 
occupying no official relation to the exeCu 
tlon of the law. The whole excuse of thr 
defendants is an attempt to Justify under 
their official character as members of th** 
police force, and the orders given them by 
the Hoard of Safety l.'nder our system 
of law no man Is higher than the law. and 
all, both officers and etttsens. are subject 
to It. Those who are appointed by the 
IHw to execute it owe the greater duty to 
obey It. Th** Board of Safely Is not ex¬ 
empt. It Is Its creature and subject to 
Its mandates It hne only such authority 
«» the law grants It. and this .Is to ©n 
force the law and not to violate it.

Washington. Aug. 18— [Special.]—In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commissioner Clem¬ 
ents said to-day he wa* not surprised 
to learn that the railroad attorney* 
were In consultation at various place*. 
In order to roach a common decision 
a* to the Interpretation of the new rate 
law* that would be accepted by the 
roads. 

"The commission," he said, ’itself 
has urged upon all of the railroad* thej 
necessity for prompt preparation forj 
rompliance with the provisions of the 
new law as soon ns It become* ope¬ 
rative. and to this end has Invited them 
to appoint commKtees of conference 
among themselves and with the com¬ 
mission. particularly In respect to the 
prepuration and publication of tariffs 
and the keeping of account*, books, 
etc. 

"Naturally, when the accountants 
and the traffic managers come together 
and confer as to w’hat will In this and 
that particular be a compliance with 
the new law. many contrary views 
arise that will require advice from the 
legal department of the road If the 
carriers were acting with an eye single 
to complete and bona fide compliance 
with the commands of the law, the 


traffic managers would necessarily have 
to have recourse to their lawyer*. It 
would follow In turn that In order to 
Insure uniformity, the lawyers would 
want to confer among themselves. 
Whether or not there be Justification 
for the report that they are conferring 
with it view to defeating the purpose of 
the law, 1 am. of course, wholly unad¬ 
vised. I wnul<L not assume any sufh 
purpose as that shnply bedim* they 
are conferring, which, for tho reason* 
stated, would be perfectly reasonable 
and natural, and to be expected. 

"It mu*t be apparent to all. Includ¬ 
ing aven those rnllwny men w‘ho In the 
past have been Inclined to regard the 
railways as a piece of private property, 
to be dealt with by the owners ns they 
chose and without restraint, that-the 
time hnk come when wfiat they do In 
their business, which Involve* the 
rights and Interests of the public, must 
be an op*n book, and that they them¬ 
selves. having rights Involved, fray 
hnve the means of knowing whether or 
not they are protected, and I do not be- 
Jieve the well-advised lawyers of the 
country will waste their time In At¬ 
tempting resistance to this well-settled 
public purpose of the future.”

OF THE STAND-PAT RANKS 


Thinks Speaker Cannon Went a Little Too Far In His 
Speech at Danville. 


Chicago, III.. Aug. 18.—[Special.)—No 
longer can Benalor Cullom be classed 
a* a "stand-patter.” He has seen a 
great white light, and l* ready to Join 
the "revolutlonlnt*.” 

No other or less personag*> than the 
Senator himself Is authority foV this 
declaration. He has stepped out of the 
"stand-pat" ranks, and henceforth will 
be found among those who believe In 
revision of th* tariff. He Is a friend of 
the "Iowa Idea." although probably not 
so radical In his views a* Gov. Cum¬ 
mins. Much to the surprise of every¬ 
one who listened to his comments, the 
Senator mad* his attitude known when 
replying to a question its to what he 
thought of Speaker Cannon’s speech 
before the Danville convention. 

"All in all.*’ he said, "it was an ex¬ 
cellent speech.

We must not lead people to believe 
thut there Is no hope of our ever 
changing the tariff schedules, or they 
might put us out of office. But I want 


you to understand that I am not crit¬ 
icising ’Cnde Joe.* 1 am for him all 
over, and tho doctrine he preaches as 
a whole will do the party n great deal 
of good. He Is one of the ablest and 
safest men In the whole country. 

"But. as I said before, we have got to 
get a way from the notion that It won't 
do to revise the tariff from time to 
time, as the-changes In condition* may 
require.

MYSTERY OF PARK. 


UNKNOWN WOMAN DIES IN THE 
OPEN. 


Tries to Tell Story With Last 
Breath, But Fails—Onoe Was 
"T Refined. 


For the last two weeks a sad-fared 
woman had spent most of her time on 
a bench ki Madison Square Park. As 
•he disturbed no one. but seemed al¬ 
ways to be resting with half-closed 
ey*», the policemen did not disturb her. 
•ays the Now York Ttm*-s. 

She would sit by the hour as If 
dreaming, watching the carriage* and 
automobiles pass upl and down Fifth 
avenue. She seldom moved unless to 
make room for someone else, who 
might want to sit on the same bench. 
Tlie policemen at first watched her 
As rime went on. 
however, they grew so accustomed to 
her presence that they paid little at¬ 
tention to her. Yesterday morning a 
man fold Patrolman B. J. Connell that 
there was something the matter with 
the woman. Her head had fallen ba .k 
and she was gasping for breath. An 
ambulance wo* summoned from the 
New York Hospital. When It arrived 
I>r. Gochle said the woman tens dead. 
The account of the incident on the blot¬ 
ter of the Tenderloin police station 
rends: 

"H:40 a. m.—Unknown woman, forty- 
five years old. five fee? five Inches, 130 
pounds; light hair and complexion; 
black cape and hat. gruy skirt, black 
stocking* and shoes Madteon Square 
Garden; died suddenly and without 
medical attendance. Supposed to be 
Uxzle Robinson; no address." 

No one has called at the morgue to 
take away the body, whic^i will be 
“burled In Potter's Field. On the wom¬ 
an's clothes neatly embroidered was 
the name Lizzie Robinson. There was 
no other clew to her identity. Beside 
her on the bench lay two pasteboard 
boxes containing a change of clothing 
This bore the initials "L. R." The 
woman was greatly emaciated. Her 
Ivan Is wore well kept and her clothffig 
was of good material. 

Michael Keegan, a cab driver, who 
grinds at that point, arrived as the 
body was being taken to the morgue. 
He auid that he had watched the wom¬ 
an from the first, when she appeared In 
the park two weeks ago. He had taken 
fo*r to be u woman of refinement, and 
wondered why she sat all alone, hour 
after hour, and until Into at night in 
the park He sold he hid noticed that 
•ho coughed a good deal and that fchor^ 
were two red spots on her cheeks. Her 
eyes, one* when ho *j»oko to her. 
•©emed unnaturally bright, and he said 
he thought that she was suffering from 
consumption. A few day* ago he asked 
her If there was anything he could do 
for her. In thanking him she explained 
that she sat In the air bec-ause she be¬ 
lieved It would do her good. A* she 
did not seem to wnnt to talk further 
he left her to herself 

A man Ovho sold he was Louis K luff- 
mnn. of 334 West Twenty-second street, 
•aid he had noticed the woman sruted 
or. thr bench two weeks ago. He often 
bad occasion to go through the park, 
he sa|d, sometimes a* tote as 10 o'clock 
at nrtght. He had always found the 
woman there On sever*I occasion* he 
had seen an elderly woman feeding her 
milk, so that he was persuaded she hAd 
friends, and that she was staving in 
the open n» a cure for her dlseise. 

When he was passing yesterday 
morning, he sold, he noticed tHitt the 
woman was In a paroxysm of oough- 
Ing She was so weak after this that 
•he could scarcely keep her sent He 
•poke to her and she told him that she 
hud no place to go. The man slid that 
he left her to b* t ald^rom the Untied 


and enough unlike them to be restful 
and refreshing by contrast. 

Consider the punctuality of the tides. 
Human punctuality i* apt to be more 
of a virtue than a grace. It Is com¬ 
patible with unlovely qualities, prone 
to self-assertion and severe expectation.

They 
wait for no man. nor ask any man to 
wult for them. Yet the tides are re¬ 
sponsible and to be depended on. You 
can set a clock by them. The hands 
on their dial are the anchored sail¬ 
boats that swing around when the tide 
turns. And while they are responsible, 
they are not tlresomely exact. They 
conspire together with the winds and 
the moon, the signs of the xodlac. the 
seasons nnd the almanac-makers, and 
sweep In much farther and then out 
much farther some days thnn others. 
This Is one of the details that make 
their habits so much more soothing 
and Inspiring than the habits of the 
man who turns the same corner at pre¬ 
cisely thirteen minutes after 8 o'clock 
every morning 

The sea Is orderly, of course. What 
Is ordered 1* orderly by natural conse¬ 
quence, but the sea Is orderly after its 
own fashion, not with over-nice, per¬ 
nickety methods, but on a large. In¬ 
dulgent scale that leaves a clean, de¬ 
cent beach most of the time. It make* 
no complaint of the *hlftlessne*s«»f folks 
who leave things around. Anything that 
w ill float will go. and there comes In the 
sea's power to discipline and train the 
shore people. Indulgent as It Is in clean¬ 
ing up after them and smoothing out 
their truck* and carrying off their rub¬ 
bish. it gives them no whit of encourage¬ 
ment to be heedless or to Impose on It* 
good nature. It Is only their servant when 
they respect the term* of U* service. 
Leave a boot looqe within Its reach, 
out It goes on Uh* preoccupied tide, 
along with the newspapers and the 
banana skins. Indifference to the sea 
will not do. It* regularities are to be 
respected; also Its Irregularities. It 
make* no scruple of having moods and 
fit* of temper For days together It Is 
bland, soothing, accommodating, serv¬ 
iceable. Then It yawns. Is bored by 
being so long pleasant, rumple* Its hair, 
thrashes about, sweeps up and down 
the coast, looking for sailboats to blow* 
ashore, ana like as not slams them <»n 
the rocks. Varlum et mutablle, and yet 
constant, too. Shore-dwellers are apt 
to be philosophers. What wonder, with 
*uch & companion nnd such training! 
If the fisherman's wife Is less kind To 
Mm one day than another, how can he 
have the face to grumble at It. he who 
live* In daily contact with a creature 
moodier than any woman, and yet so 
grand a creature, with such depths, 
such powers, such Irresistible charms, 
such vast benevolence. The fisherman 
ought surely to accept It a* part of 
the scheme of the universe that even 
a dinner plate should now and then be 
thrown at hi* h*ad. That Is the way 
the sea treats him. Ho ought, an lm- 
perturbl© man. to dodge the plate and 
still be thankful for his dinner, and 
hope to get It more amiably served 
when the moon change*.—I Extract 
from an article In Harper's Magazine.

For Instance, In September last the 
Red Star Liner Vaderland. having sail¬ 
ed from Antwerp for New York with 
1 . 20 «> passengers, experienced a very 
strange mishap. 

She called at Dover. Intending to 
make a may of only a couple of hours, 
hut while maneuvering at the Prince of 
Wales* pier a hug* steel hawser caught 
round her propeller, and In a moment 
wns twisted round the whirling screw 
as a playful kitten tangles a bull of 
worsted. 


An Anchor Caught in an Anchor. 


Divers went to work at once, and 
found the hawser Jammed In a solid 
mass between the propeller nnd the 
boss of the shaft so ns to utterly dis- 
strtfi the liner 

It took eighteen hours' continuous 
and severe labor before the propeller 
could be cleared, and It wns not until 
the following evening at ft o'clock, aft¬ 
er twenty-one hours* delay, that she 
was able to prrweed on her voyage. 

A very curious experience was that of 
the schooner Jean Anderson, which one 
day In July two years ago had to an¬ 
chor In AI deburgh Bay on account of a 
contrary wind. When the wind changed 
and her crew tried to weigh their an¬ 
chor. they found that it was immov¬ 
able 

The windlass was double-msnned, 
they tolled nnd strained until with a 
crush the windlass itself broke down 
and left them completely helpless. 

A tug had to be wired for to extricate 
the tesNel. «;ul then It wa* found (nat 
their own anchor wns foul In another 
and much heavier anchor nnd chain 
which hud been dropped by some ship 
unknown, perhaps many years before. 
They were literally anchored to an an¬ 
chor.

Mistaken for a Whale. 


After un adventurous voyage of three 


months and nine dnys, the lifeboat 
Mr add. which Is shaped like an egg, 
and w .\3 built to compete for the prlz* 
offered at the St. Louis Exhibition for 
the best lifeboat, reached New York 
from Snlesund. Norway. She had hod 
many extraordinary experiences on the 
wuy. having been at various times near¬ 
ly sunk by an **cean liner, fouled by an 
ice floe, anil dismantled by a blizzard, 
which left her drifting helpless for five 
weeks. 

But the strangest Incident of all 
which hefell her was that, while In this 
helpless condition, a Norwegian whaler 
mistook her for a whale, and actually 
flred at her with a whale bomb cannon. 
Naturally, the unlucky crew were 
afraid to go on deck, and remained be¬ 
low. until tly* whaler, evidently per¬ 
ceiving her mistake, sheered off and 
left her alone to nittke repairs. 

Mention of whales brings to mind 
the fact that these monsters of the 
deep have on several occasion* be»*n 
responsible for delays, or worse, to ves- 
* 4 - 1 *. Not long ago the steamship Sier¬ 
ra. arriving at San Francisco from 
Australia, reported that, while off the 
coast and steaming at sixteen knot*, 
she had struck a hug*- whale, breaking 
It* back and cutting Into It »o deeply 
that the enormous caress* stuck fast 
upon her keel. 


Running Through a "Rock.’ 


The crew, under the Impression that 
they had struck a rock. weit» terrified. 
Tt was necessary to reverse engines, 
back the vessel. In order to clear her 
from the dead whale, and even then, so 
severe had the shock been, they had 
to steam the re*t of the way at re¬ 
duced speed. 


Again, Just over a year Ag«"\ th* Jap. 
anese cruiser T.tkachlco, flying along 
at full eighteen knots an hour, on Its 
way to attack the Russians *t Che- 
rmilpho, charged a whale which Is re¬ 
liably reported to have been 100 feet 
long. 

Fortunately for the cruiser, her steel 
prow and great speed enabled her to 
cut through the unlucky cetacean. S'.uf 
then slowed down to see If any 1 im¬ 
age was done, but found npno. nnd, 
proceeding for a mile through water 
encrlmsoned wKh the blood of her un¬ 
suspecting victim. 

An experience, In Its way unparal¬ 
leled. befell the steamer Nord crossing 
) to France on the lost night of Novem- 
‘ her. 1903. In mid-channel she ran Into 
I the most enormous shoal of herring* 
j ever seen, and ploughed right through 
I them, killing tens of thousand* with 
her paddle wheel*. So thick were the 
1 fl*h that the progress of the steamer j 
was considerably affected by them. 

Strange commotions occurring nt the ; 
bottom •( the sea sometimes affect thej 
vessels which plough Its surface. One 
tine February morning, the great White | 
Star Liner Teutonic, tearing along nt 
h«T usual speed, all **f a sudden me! a 
wall of water, o monstrous wave which ; 
swept the tall ship from stem to stern, 
thundering down on hitches nnd de k- 
house*, snapping Iron rill*, breaking 
off pipe* a* though t hey wer»* made 
of clay, nnd even throwing down the j 
men In the crop's nest. It was, with-I 
out any doubt, an earthquake wave 
caused by *el*tnle convulsion at the 
bottom of the deep Atlantic. 

Ship* have been acuttled by rats, 
overweighted by Ice from freezing 
waves, struck by stones ejected from 
submarine volcanoes, but the strangest 
of nil sea adventure* was thit which 
befell the Belgian steamer Galileo, o.i 


her way north front Bahia to New 
York 

When about seventy miles south of 
Barbardoes. o fierce rnln storm broke, 
then suddenly followed thunder In 
crack* like the reports of huge guns, 
louder than any aboard had ever heard 
before. * •'Then," say* an officer of the 
ship, "a zigzag crack appeared at ios* 
the sky. and a* I live to tell, the whole 
great mass of cloud split, parted, and 
out of the sky mine a solid mass of 
rock or Iron or earth. It struck the sen 
with a deafening report right In front

Bolle and Zoe repaired to the Island 
of Corni Immediately after shocking 
Paris, rented a pretty villa and play¬ 
ed the English Lord and Lady to per¬ 
fection. The foreign Consuls, includ¬ 
ing the French, were on their visit¬ 
ing list. Then it happened that Zoe's 
stock of Paris corsets gave out; of 
course she must have another set. and 


asked a friend in Paris to forward 
same. The French authorities got 
hold of this letter, forwarded the cor¬ 
sets and at the same time a warrant 
to Corfu. 

The Corfu Chief of Police informed 
Bolle of the arrival of the legal docu¬ 
ment. adding: “Whether you are 
thieves or not is neither here nor 
there, ns long as you dlvy up.

Tv>-day 
half the postal officials of Belgrade are 
in Jail, the houses of all have been 
searched by the police, but the orders 
worth perhaps 10.000 francs cannot be 
found Most probably the precious 
stones were removed and the gold and 
silver melted up the very day when 
they arrived in Belgrade. 

New Ambassador in Tokio.

Paris, Abg. 10.—The Government has 
decided to ignore the unofficial repre¬ 
sentations of the German Court against 
the advancement of Gerard. French 
Minister in Brussels, who Is slated for 
the next vucant Ambassadorship, pre¬ 
sumably that In Tokio. Gerard was 
reader to the first German Empress, 
the Kaiser's grandmother. Augusta. In 
this capacity he is said to have acted 
as spy for his Government—at any 
rate, he was a success in maintaining 
friendly relations between Berlin and 
Paris.

Nevertheless, the Ficnch Govern¬ 
ment gave him a diplomatic position 
and steadily advanced him until now 
he has reached the top gallant.

Within a brief space Kentucky has 
lost by death four young men in the 
prime of lives whose future gave 
proipise of great usefulness and 
whose loss will be greatly felt by their 
fomilUs and the communities in which 
they lived. The one who was first 
to be taken was Richard W. Miller, one 
of the leading members of the Legisla¬ 
ture. wKh the qualifications of educa¬ 
tion end p er sonal character which 
seemed to foreshadow a brilliant pub¬ 
lic career. He was, when stricken, ac¬ 
tive In a canvass for the nomination 
Tor Congress In the Eighth district, 
with every prospect of success, ami 
died amid general expression of re¬ 
gret from f.11 parts of the Stabs. 

A similar bereavement ha* befallen 
txtulsvilta tn the death of Spalding 
Coleman, who poaseosod notable qual 
Iflcalions for usefulness, in polul of

Monday. August !i7. At this primary a 
Governor and full Htat# ticket, two 
United States Senator* *. two alternate 
United States Senators. members of 
the Supremo Court, two Railroad Com¬ 
missioners and a legislature will t>o 
nominated, though In some counties 
where local elections have already been 
held candidates for the Legislature 
have been named 

Congressional primaries have also 
been held in several dstrtcts. Tho com¬ 
ing week will witness a hot finish all 
along the line, interest centering in the 
race for Governor, the contest for Chief 
Justice of th* Supreme Court and the 
fight for the two alternate United 
States Senatorshlp*. 

The paramount Issue is the question 
of freight rat© reform and railroad reg¬ 
ulation. This has In ract been tho issue 
in this State for three years. It was 
the Issue two years ago when the presi¬ 
dent of the Railroad Commission was 
elected for the flist time, the office hav¬ 
ing previously been an appointive 
one The leader of the reform force* 
who had Induced the legislature td 
make the Railroad Commissioners elec- 
live and to grant them larger power* 
was B. B. Comer, the largest cotton 
planter and cotton manufacturer In the 
State He led this movement long before 
It got Into politics. Naturally when It 
becume a political issue, he w as mu do 
Its political lender, and two years ago 
he wua overwhelmingly elected presi¬ 
dent of tho Rail rood Commission on a 
reform and rate reduction platform, de¬ 
feating John V. Smith, at that time 
president of the commission, on a 
•‘stand-pat** platform. Comer carried 
almost every* county In the State and 
bad a majority of 25.000. 

• • • 

Powerless to Act. 


However, when he took his seat as 
president of the commission he found 
himself powerless to Inaugurate any 
* reforms, or carry out any part of his 
programme because the two hold-over 
commissioners voted every one of his 
motions flown. Consequently he found 
his hands tied. Then Comer began to 
agitate the granting of larger power 
still to the Railroad Commission. In¬ 
sisting that the Issue before the people 
was whether “they themselves of the 
railroads should control Alabama's 
affairs/* He launched an anti-railroad 
campaign in earnest, and the rate re¬ 
formers brought him out for Governor 
on this platform almost a year ago. 

Meanwhile Dr. R. M. Cunningham 
Lieutenant Governor of the State. Is 
opposing Comer for Governor, running 
not on tho single Issue of rate reform, 
but on that and a number of other is¬ 
sues. Including the abolition of the 
county convict system, larger appro¬ 
priations for public education, etc. 
When Dr. Cunningham waa elected 
Lieutenant Governor four yours ago it 
was understood that he would seek to 
be* Gov. Julies' successor, and he so an¬ 
nounced long before the rate issue be¬ 
came prominent. it is regarded as 
probable that but for this Issue he 
would have been unopposed for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination. 
But in the meantime tho railroad 
question became a live political wire 
and Corner, a brand-new political fac¬ 
tor—a business man uf large* means 
who had not heretofore figured in pol¬ 
itic*—sprang to the front on this single 
Issue The following he Has drawn to 
him from among the country folk and 
tho merchants in the small towns be¬ 
lieve there Ih something radically wrong 
with railroad rates and that it Coiner is 
Governor with a Legislature to back 
him he can right it—for Comer tells 
all who hear him speak that he does 
not w ant to be elected Governor unless 
he Is given a Legislature in sympathy 
with his views. Backed by the pres¬ 
tige of a sweeping victory when he w*as 
elected president of the Railroad Com¬ 
mission two years ago. Comer has be¬ 
come a most formidable force in poli¬ 
tics and his friends are claiming that 
he will bo nominated for Governor by 
a majority ranging anywhere from 20.- 
000 to 50.000. 

The Cunningham men. who Insist 
that their mnn is just as good a rate 
reformer as Comer, though he has not 
been so muq}i in the limelight in that 
particular connection, are not making 
any very extensive claims, but they 
say their candidate has developed much 
strength recently and they are more 
hopeful now of hln ©lection than ever 
before. Unbiased political observers 
say that-Gamer la sure to win unless a 
tremendous change takes place during 
the next week, for the reason, if no 
other, that the mass of voters are Im¬ 
bued with the idea of railroad rate re¬ 
form and ar© determined to sweep Into 
power those who have been the leaders 
In this movement.

Alternate Senators. 


Senator John T. Morgan, w hose term 
will expire on March 4. 1907, and Sena¬ 
tor E. W. Pettu*. whose term will expire 
on March 4. 1909. are unopposed for 
r ©-election. but a lively race is on for 
the positions of “uliornate United 
States Senator/* created by the State 
Democrat! r Executive Committee. This 
means that the successors of both Mor¬ 
gan and Pettus are to be nominated 
while the present Senators are living.

MINOR GOSSIP OF GOTHAM. 


New York. Aug. IS.—(Special.]—The 
topic of the hour Is what effect the 
present spill In tho Republican party 
of this State between the forces of 
Gov. Odell and Senator Platt on one 
hand and those either friendly to Oov. 
Higgins or Inimical to the aspirations 
of Odell and Platt will have on its fu¬ 
ture. For several hours after the State 
Committee had met and adjourned, 
politicians, big and little, thronged the 
lobby of tho Fifth Avenue Hotel and 
discussed nothing else. For while the 
original intention of the Republican 
leaders had been to show outward signs 
of harmony and thereby encourage 
their rank and file, the open attack 
made on Oov. Higgins by Mr. Odell 
had rendered this entirely impossible 
and forced them to consider in the 
open, its effect on the party. 

tar-seeing leaders were not merely 
discussing what the bieach might lead 
to in tlie coming compuign, but how it 
would affect the organization for year* 
to oonre. More than twenty-two years 
ago the Republicans split as they did 
lids week. As a result, Grover Cleve¬ 
land bream© Governor of the Statu and 
David B. Hill Lieutenant Governor. It 
tcaik. the party twelve years to get back 
to power. Political leaders with a pes¬ 
simistic turn of mind ara asking 
whether history* may repeat Itself. 

The fact may be regard* d as settled 
that the Republican leaders do not be¬ 
lieve their Slate ticket is going to win 
this fall Several close to Gov. Odell 
concur in till* conclusion and are go¬ 
ing to make great efforts to save their 
local tickets and for the Legislature. 
The only man who might give the Re¬ 
publicans a fighting criance Is* Charles 
E. Hughes, but as has already been 
pointed out. It Is doubtful whether he 
would consent to make the race. 

From a "©liable source the Courier- 
Journal correspondent is informed that 
the Plat laud Odell men are seeking to 
force Higgins to take the nomination 
and go down to defeat just as Tam¬ 
many did to David B. Hill back In 1994. 
This Is given as a reason for the open 
attack made by Odell on the Governor. 
He know© that Higgins neither could 
or would retire under fire and so he 
and his followers propose to keep up 
the fire In order to force thv Governor 
to stay in the race. The only question 
is whether if Odell controlled the State 
convention he would swallow his own 
words and ailiow Higgins to be 
named? 

Many are interested In knoiving Just 
what Frank S. Black Is going to do. 
He is a leader of some power and no 
little following, and the probabilities 
are that In the event of a close con¬ 
test at the convention he may hold the 
balance of power. Black does not love 
Higgins. He has no reason to. Fur 
the Governor helped Chauncey M. De- 
pew’ to b© re-elected to the Senate in 
opposition to him. Black is not par¬ 
ticularly trustful of Benjamin B. 
odcll ever since the latter deserted him 
and declared for Depfcw. Hut pol¬ 
iticians have it that the two have 
made up. and when Platt and pepew 
resign, which promise has breti made 
for some time, Odell and Black will 
succeed them in the Senate. If. how¬ 
ever. such an alliance does exist be¬ 
tween the men, it was cleverly con¬ 
cealed at the meeting of the State 
Committee, where Black’s men split 
and were found on both sides of the 
fence.

“Lynching a Corporation.” 

The public woe treated during the 
past week to what one newspaper call# 
•‘the lynching of a railroad corpora¬ 
tion." There were dlrgracefui scenes 
of violence, ail of which were more 
or less abetted by two sensational pa¬ 
pers, each eager to outdo the other In 
securing the favor of "the common 
pouple/* The ivhole trouble arose over 
how much the railroads hud a right 
to charge to Coney Island. They said 
ten cents. The public were told by the 
newspapers not to pay more than five. 
Just because Judge Gaynor had ex¬ 
pressed an opinion in on arrest case 
that the companies have nut the right 
to collect more than a nlckeL The 
Court of Appeals, which laid down the 
law on the subject, held that the com¬ 
pany could change ten cents. The fare 
1* paid in two places. Five cents at 
the bridge ©ud the other five cents at 
King's Highway, n short distance from 
the Island. Many passengers refused 
to pay at the second place, and in¬ 
sisted upon remaining on the cars. In 
all these Instances they were forcibly 
ejected by the special police of the 
company. There was a time when the 
corporations only charged five cent* 
But ns It was found that the cars 
filled up at the bridge and no one got 
off until the Island was reached, the 
lack of short riders made it Impossible 
for the company to continue th© low 
rate. Another test case in court Is 
now contemplated.

•'Marring© has been authorized and 
guarded under all forms of civil gov¬ 
ernment and every dispensation of re¬ 
ligion.

This 
union, like that of the body and spir¬ 
it. should be broken only by the hand 
of death. Therefore I charge you both 
before God and these witnesses that 
if any known entire exists why you 
should not be Joined in marriage, you 
do now confess it.

Improving the Milk Supply. 


The campaign for a city plaut where 
milk may be pasteurized continues It is 
believed that as soon as the Health 
Department gets the appropriation, 
something will be dona In the process 
of pasteurizing, th© cans of milk are 
emptied into a larg© strainer in an 
outside room, pumped from th© strain¬ 
er to a filter near the roof of th© 
pasteurizing room, in which it is passed 
through a layer of cotton, and th**n 
goes directly to the pasteurizer. This 
in a small copper machine fire feet 
i high with the diameter off a small 
I barrel, by means or which the milk 
| is passed in a thin film over a metal 
surface heated by steam, and by this 
method raised to about 165 degrae* 
Fahrenheit. The milk pusses from on© 
j end of the patseurer to another in from 
j twelve to fifteen seconds. This is said 
I to kill from 97 to 99 percent of the 
germs. It is them pumped into an over¬ 
head cooler and the temperature re¬ 
duced to about 42 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The milk Is afterwards bottled, capped 
and carried to cold storage

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BELOVED DIVINE 

DIES IN GEORGIA. 


Columbus, Ga.. Aug. 1$.—Itev. Dr. A. 
M. Wynn, one of th© "Grand’Old M»n" 
of the Southern Methodist Episcopal 
Church, died her© at an advanced age. 

Dr. Wynn Joined the Georgia Meth¬ 
odist Conference at Marietta In Jan¬ 
uary, 1849. and served faithfully for 


over half a century. He was one of 
the two first missionaries sent by the 
Southern Methodist Churrh to the Cal-, 
ifomiti gold fields In 1S50 and spent sev- 
oral year* there. 

IS IT DUE TO 

THE MALARIAL MOSQUITO? 


Doctors Discuss the Remarkable Re¬ 
vival of Malaria in Louisville. 


"To the student, of climatic changes 
the remarkable revival of malaria dur¬ 
ing the last few jreers presents an 
Interesting question." said a well- 
known physician yesterday, while, talk¬ 
ing of the unusual amount of malaria 
in Louisville this year. 

"Before the war, and even until a 
quarter of a century ago, this section 
and Southern Indian.! were vary ma¬ 
larious. but year by year conditions Im¬ 
proved. until a few years ago acute 
cases of malarial poisoning were rarely 
found. 

"And now for several years we find 
a constnntly-lncre'jmng number of 
chronic casco, and even acute cases of 
the old-fashioned chills and fever. It 
Is difficult to account ror this, unless, 
accepting the mosquito theory, a© be¬ 
lieve that the constantly-increasing 
number of through train* from 
the South carry the mice tad 
Insects to our doors. Possibly 
the unusual rains and resulting 
rank vegetation may be blamed—a con¬ 
dition due in port to the nanonaerv- 
ance of the weed-cutting ordinance. 
These weeds may not only generate 
the malarial poison, but also harbor 
the mosquitoes that curry it. Whatever 
the cause. Louisville people should this 
year be rfioro rarefui than ever in pre¬ 
venting attacks by using some such 
standard preventive and remedy us 
Wlnteratnliho Tonic, 'which is the 
household remedy in the Southern 
States." 


One of the first tangible evidence# 
of the union of th© Presbyterian and 
th© Cumberland Presbyterian Churches 
is the appointment of the Rev. Dr 
B P. Fullerton, of St. Louts, as field 
secretary of th© Presbyterian Board of 
Home Mission*. Dr. Fullerton has 
been long one of the leaders in the 
Cumberland Chtlrch. and although pas¬ 
tor of the First chucn of St. Louis, 
has also been president of the Cumber¬ 
land Board of Missions. He resign* 
both the pastorate ana the presidency 
to take up th© new work In the larger 
Presbyterian body. 

Presbyterian leaders say that this 
appointment is a significant one. in 
that it at once given the Cumberland 
people an official representative in the 
home mission field of tho uniteX 
churches The Cumberland Church. It 
is explained, has to a considerable ex¬ 
tent confined It* missionary activity 
to the home field, and has large uni 
Important work In the 5*outh and 
Southwest. This worn will be taken 
over by the Presbyterian Church next 
spring, and in th© Interest of fair play 
and proper administration It was de¬ 
cided to give to the man who has 
stood at tho head of that work an 
official voice In its continuance, ana 
th© office of field secretary of the Pres¬ 
byterian Home Board was therefore 
created for him. 

As regard* work on the foreign mis¬ 
sion field, it is said to be unlikely that 
nny official will b© appointed from th© 
Cumberland membership to the Pres¬ 
byterian Foreign Board, although 
some Cumberland men may be made 
member* of the board. The Cumber¬ 
land Church has very little work on 

• ; i it has station* in 
China and others In Mexico, and these 
will come under the Jurisdiction of the 
Presbyterian Church, hut union with 
the Cumberland body does not take the 
larger church Into any new forttal 
field*, while much of th© hom© mis¬ 
sion work to be taken over is in ftcl li 
where the Presbyterian Church. North, 
has not heretofore rnfered. 

In a sense never before tru* of this 
body the Presbyterian Church, usually 
culled the Presbyterian Church. North. 
1* made into a national body by it# 
unton with the Cumberland Churvh. 
snd It now has churches In e very State 
in the Union Tills I* expected to have 
an effect. Presbyterian leaders say. on 
the relation* with the Presbyterian 
Church. Booth, which cannot longer al¬ 
lege that the. older body is Northern 
and sectional, and the optimist* look 
for the time soon to come whan the 
Southern church also will come Into 
union with the one heretofore known 
a* th© Northern. But there are doc¬ 
trinal differences which must firat be 
reconciled, and those, It Is predicted 
by some, nan hardly be overcome In 
this generation. 

Tii© faction in the Cumberland Pres¬ 
byterian Church that Is not y«t recon¬ 
ciled to union with tne Presbyterian 
Church, and that claim* to hold the 
mirm* und organization of the Cumber¬ 
land. te still active. The matter will 
come up In the court* of tltlnot* early 
In ih« fall and It Is raid to be posel- 
ble that it may ultimately be taken 
to the United 5Uate« court* Lenders 
are confident, Imwcrer. that the d© 
els ion of th© civil authorities win ts© 
thnt the Cumberland General Assem¬ 
bly was well within it* rights in vot¬ 
ing lo unit© with ih© other church, 
and that th© Cumberland property will 
al> be transferred next spring without 
difficulty. Ground for this cmfidenc© 
Is said to be th© fact that the civil 
courts usually uphold the decision* of 
©cri^osHcal bodies when the Utter 
arc shown to hav© th© proper le*1s- 
lativo power. The CumbcrUiv! mal¬ 
contents. It is predicted, will ultimately 
coin© into th© Presbyterian fold, or ©Dr* 
go to :h© Methodist or Southern Prea- 
bytorlan Churcbeo-

Episcopal Losses at 'Frisco. 

In common with all others th© Epis¬ 
copal Church suffered severely In the! 
San Francisco ©arthqunhe i*nd fire, and 
yet. like others nlao. th© disaster 1* not 
unlikely to pro\** n blearing. Parish 
churchrifc were not well located before 
tit© fire, and anything like :i Cathedral 
w«3 far from th© most ambition*; 
thought? of th© California bishop. Be¬ 
cause so many chureno.ft w**r? wiped; 
out, a districting or th~m has b«e.^ i- 
*ibie, la order that their fields may 


not ns before overlap. And. what 1# of 
national Interest, certainly so to Epis¬ 
copalians and to all who rejoice In the 
material ad van tag© of any active re¬ 
ligious body, th© Episcopal Church on 
th© coast Is to have In San Francisco 
a cathedral that will be r.bout the best 
located of any ralhedral in th© world, 
that of New York perhaps alone ex¬ 
ecuted 

It may be remembered that a few 
years ago when the Episcopal General 
Convention met In San Francisco. Mr. 
J Pterpont Morgan, of New York, took 
a company of prominent divines in a 
special train across the continent and 
entertolned them during the convention 
In the Crocker mansion, which he rent¬ 
ed for one month fully furnished, and 
which h© kept a* an open house to 
prominent Sxn Francisco citizens, to 
bishops and clergy whom he invited 
to dinner, and to the six or eight new 
bishops a* fast as the convention ©lect¬ 
ed them Mr. Morgan's hospitality was 
very >vell ordered, but It was very lib¬ 
eral snd w‘as the talk of the church at 
th© time. The mansion was destroyed 
by the earthquake and Its remnatns 
burned up by th© fire, and nowr the 
Crockers hav# given the *lte to be a 
cathedral close for the dlocas© of Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

Nothing more commanding could be 
imugtned The new cathedral site Is on 
the very top of Nob Hill a very large 
block in extent, and any building erect¬ 
ed upon It can be seen from every pact 
of the bay nnd from the entire city. A 
cathedral foundation in such a place, 
even if it ha* to be a modest one for 
some years, will give the Episcopal 
Church a tremendous advantage In the 
new-built rity. and It wdiJ render th© 
episcopate of the Rer. Dr Nichols, the 
present bishop, immor.tbl© for ail time. 
Plshop Nichols \vs* well-nigh ready to 
gibe up after the disaster, feeling thnt 
hfcs years of hard work wer»- to go for 
naught. Now all Is changed To bfgin 
the erection of something on the mag¬ 
nificent site it 1* now proposed to 
nurge Grace parish Into the cathedral 
foundation and giving the old name. 
“Qraoe/* to the cathedral. Grace 
churrh stood at California and Stock- 
ton street*, on the very brink of one of 
the numerous prarlplcrg which made 
California one of the roost mnarlcnble 
street* in the world. It was wrecked 
and then burned, and now it* property 
with Insurance money is to go into the 
new* foundation, the Crocker sit© being 
on California street, quite near to the 
old Grace all*, only farther west and 
higher Tt Is stated that some com¬ 
missioner* now in the East trring to 
taJ*© money to rebuild all Episcopal 
church©* in San Francl*co. hav#- made 
out fotrly w©n and have *omr hopt-ful 
prospect*. Their success with the near 
cathedral Mt© from the Crocker.* will 
put Episcopal Church Interest* r >f San- 
Frxnrlseo and California away In ad¬ 
vance of anything dreamed of before 
th# disaster

New Missionary Society. 


Membership In th# Presbyterian 
Church North took a surprising spurt 
last year, according to official statistic* 
Just made public, for there was a net 
grow’th of 45.000. which increase was 
more than double that reported for th# 
previous year and double th© average 
for the preceding five years. Leader* 
assign no special reason for this marked 
Increase, it Indicate* simply a healthy 
condition of the denomination, which is 
reflected also In the Increase in con¬ 
tributions for benevolent purposes, and 
an increase in th© number of candidate* 
for the ministry- The total member¬ 
ship of the Presbyterian church I# now 
1.15M6S and when there comes to be 
added next spring the 145.411 member* 
of the Cumberland church, the large 
body w'lll number 1.M.173 members, 
which indicates from five to six million 
adherents. 

The Presbyterian Church South also 
had a notable year, although its gains 
are not so large, proportionately, as 
th^wie of the older body. It ho* 262.SS2 
members, adding during the year just 
past 6.186 net. This 1* a growth of 2^ 
per cent. Home mission contributions 
In the Southern church have increased, 
but a slight falling off Is reported for 
foreign work.

Authority of the Pentateuch. 

What is accounted by many uuthor- 
■KJes of the Roman Church to be on# 
of the most Important decisions ever 
made by the Brbllcal Commission has 
Just been issued In Rome, and relates 
to th<* authority of the Pentateuch. The 
decision 1* not*ble because to som* de¬ 
gree the conrrmDston. which Is compose 1 
of Cardinals Rampofla. Satultl. Merry 
del Vai. fVgna and Vlves y Tuto. has 
departed from the conservatism which 
hi* herotofiwe marked Its finding*. It 
It said that the Pope ha* approved the 
finding* of the commission, which were 
presented under five headings 

In the first th- commission de¬ 

cided that Moses was the author of the 
Books of th© Bible collectively known 
as the Pentateuch. Bu.t In the second 
place they decided that it i* not neces¬ 
sary to believe that Moses actually 
wrote with hi* own hand or dictated to 
an amanuenses everyth ng contained in 
th* Pentateuch, but rather that Moses 
conceived th© wc»rk under divine In¬ 
spiration nnd tntrusted the writing of 
It to other person or persons, and tbit 
the work thus formed nnd approved 
by Moses as the principal and Inspired 
author was made public under hi* 
name. 

It is to be conceded, decided the com¬ 
mission. without prHuffloe to tin- 
Mosaic authenticity of th© Pentateuch. 


A new foreign missionary society ha# 
Just been organized. Its name being th** 
Klungvhow Union Mission, and having 
headquarters at Fort Woynt. Indiana. 
The. moving spirit In the organization 
1# th«* Rev. Alfred E Str##t, who haa 
long been n missionary In China, ata- 
. Honed on the island of Hainan. He ha* 
i worked there under the Presbyterian. 
Board of Foreign Missions, and also In¬ 
dependently. Latterly he has given 
much of hi* time to enlisting people a% 
intercessory foreign missionaries, or 
these who will definitely pray for a 
definite mission work

ganised. and the plan Is to take up 
work on the Island of Hainan, Chin#, to 
which Mr. Street expects to return in 
the fall, taking five men with him.

At the meeting of the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Works of New Albany yesterday.] 
John Tegart and Charles W. Poutch. 
the majority members. Insisted upon 
having an inspection of the sewer sys¬ 
tem. although it will not be completed 
in all of its details for •several weeks. 

Mr. Poutcfi moved that the inspec¬ 
tion be held next Tuesday morning at 
8 o’clock, and that a committee from 
the New Albany Commercial Club, the 
city and county officers and Interested 
taxpayers be Invited to attend the In¬ 
spection. The motion prevailed by the 
votes of Messrs. Tegart and Poutch. 
the minority member. Charles A. Kep- 
ley, voting in the negative. Mr. Kep- 
ley and Waiter N. Bulleltt. City At¬ 
torney, opposed the inspection being 
held at so early a date, and they asked 
that It be postponed until Thursday 
morning. Mr. Bulleltt said that he 
had no feeling in the matter beyond 
looking after the Interests of the city, 
but he advised against undue haate. 
as It would cause unfavorable com¬ 
ment on the actions of the board among 
the property-owners, who would be re¬ 
quired to pay the cost of the sewer 
system and did not desire to have it 
railroaded through until a thorough 
test had been made of Its efficiency. 
He insisted that, in order to avoid all 
suspicion, the board should not have 
the Inspection made until it was pos¬ 
sible for the Commercial Club Com¬ 
mittee and other Interested persons 
to be present.

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A Day With the Ambulance at the City Hospital 
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T HE olty ambulanoe !s popularly 
regarded as being merely a 
vehicle u»od in convoying the ill. 
the maimed and the Injured to 
tho City Hospital. Few are the person* 
who realise the fact that running 
through the dolly work of this public 
banofaotvon are thread* of tho romance, 
tragedy, paaalon and pathos th&t make 
oar mar the lives, loves and hopes of 
mankind. Within the big, black, easy- 
riding wagon that serve* the public so 
expeditiously and so well, men and 
women have died, romances have be- 
gun and ended, tragedies have been 
enacted, hearts have been broken and 
gladdened, and babos have looked their 
first upon the light of day. 

The public ambulance is a philan- 
oplc feature of the mighty progress 
has characterised Loulsvlllo dur- 
the past decade. Ten years ago 
ats were oonveyed to the City 
•pltai In polio© patrol wagons. Com- 
rely few years before, when tha 
ol wagon was unknown to the city, 
weno taken to the hospital in every 
eoncelv&blo way. These alow and in¬ 
adequate facilities resulted In a heavy 
rate of mortality, patients being unable 
to secure necessary treatment os 
promptly as their condition demanded.

First Public Ambulance. 


Tb* first public ambulance used in 
j/v ;*tt was built by a local firm and

•quipped one. It made its first run on 
fleptember 1, 1897, to 2101 West Main 
Street after a female colored patient. 
Three other runs were mode that day, 
and W runs wore made during the first 
month. It was sold lost winter by the 
y, after having been stored In the 
dus engine houses for several years, 
Albert C. Webber, at Webster and 
dngton streets, who subsequently 
rid It to J. B. Dawson, of Bhepherds- 
vllle, Ky., who used it as an omnibus 


/between that place and Arcade Springs, 
a resort on Salt River. 

The ambulance service in Louisville 
has been reduced to so complete a sys¬ 
tem that practically no time Is lost iu 
making runa There U every conceiva¬ 
ble facility, for getting tho wagon Into 
Immediate action. The horses are well 
trained, the drivers know the city 
thoroughly, and the Internes who ao- 
oompany tho ambulance ore trained 
to rapid, effective methods In hand¬ 
ling all kinds of cases and classes of 
patients. 

The methods whereby the ambulance 
Is brought into action are very interest¬ 
ing. especially to persons unfamiliar 
with them. All calls for the ambulance 
are received by telephone In the private 
office of the City Hospital, where a tele¬ 
phone orderly is always stationed. This 
call Is Immediately communicated to 
the driver at the stable. If It is before 
9:20 o'clock In the evening, the tele¬ 
phone Is used: otherwise, a large gong 
on the outside of the stable and a 
stnallor one In the drivers sleeping 
room are sounded by means of u push 
button located In tho main corridor of 
the hospital. Just outside of tho private 
office. Bo many persons have mistaken 
this button for a bell used for sum¬ 
moning attaches of the place that It 
now bears the legeud: "Please do not 
push the button/* Immediately upon 
the sounding of the ambulance call the 
horses are released. Well trained 
through years of service, they rush out 
of the stable and take their places at 
the wagon, which always stands in the 
main room of the stable building, facing 
Madison street. Very little time is 
oonsumed in bitching them up. As 
soon as this is accomplished the doors 
or# thrown open and the ambulance is 
driven rapidly to the main entrance of 
the hospital, where on* and sometimes 
two internes enter It, and the outward 
run is begun. 

• • • 

The Complete Equipment 
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The equipment of the ambulance I* 
complete and easy of access. It con¬ 
sists of two stretchers, one of soft enn- 
vaa, which Is used when It Is necessary 
to traverse winding hallways or stair¬ 
ways, and one of the ordinary kind: 
in a chest at the rear of the wagon are 
soft and rubber blankets, towels, splints 
and bandages. The medicine chest In 



the forepart of the vehicle contains 
everything needful In emergency cases. 
Just Mow this chest, and near the in¬ 
ternee’ seat, is a tank containing tee 
water. There 1 b also a sponge. The Ice 
water tank la fitted with a valve, 
through which water may be drawn 
without removing the top. There aro 
two doors at the sides of the ambu¬ 
lance, and both front and back may 
be opened, thereby Insuring a free (lr- 
culatlon of air during the summer 
months. It Is. of course, entirely closed 
and completely equipped with robe* and 
blankets in the winter. 

The stables and ambulance shed at 
the hospital are models of cleanliness 
and convenience. Tho building 1* of 
brick and perfectly fireproof. The nm- 
bulanc* sh£d Is paved with cement. In 
it are kept the ambulance and the su¬ 
perintendent's buggy. To the left of 
the shed are the stables, wherein are 
kept five sleck-looklng, well-fed horses, 
four of which are used in alternate 
pairs In the ambulance and one of 
which is driven to tho buggy. Theeo 
horses are well-trained and very in¬ 
telligent. Tho drivers say that When 
they are making a return run tho 
horse* are very careful to traverse only 
the smoothest portions of thq streets 
whenever practicable, seeming to real¬ 
ize that in the vehicle behind them lies 
someone ’whose agony may be les- 
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sened through their care, while on tho 
outward run* they exencleo absolutely 
no discrimination as to the course they 
follow. 

There is told a good story illustra¬ 
tive of the remarkablo Instinct dis¬ 
played by Trixie, on old ambulance 
horse who has been In the service for 
eighteen year* Bevsrtf winter* ago, 
while returning from a long run beyond 
Cherokee Park, Trixie suddenly balked 
In a most unaccountable manner, fluid 
despite the threats and persuasions of 
the driver and Internes, positively re¬ 
fused to budge an inch. After wasting 
several minutes in vexatious delay, the 
driver discovered, half-burled In a snow 
drift at the side of tho rood an ob¬ 
ject which resembled a bundle of dis¬ 
carded clothing, but which proved to 
be tho unconscious form of a child ap¬ 
parently about three years of age. Re¬ 
storative* were Immediately adminis¬ 
tered and the child regained consclou*- 
ix»sa Bho proved to be the daughter of 
a well-known resident of Cherokee 
road, and before nviny hour* had 
passed the little on*, who had wondered 
aw*ey from home during the abeence of 
her parents, was restored to her moth¬ 
ers arm* 

Both physical and moral courage are

The ambulance In Its runs through the 
city has right of way over every thing 
on the streets. Freight trains axe com¬ 
pelled to open for Its passage, and even 
mall wagons aro required to give way 
to It It does not, as is supposed by 
some, usually carry patients suffering 
from contagious disease* BmaJlpox 
patients and tho llko ore carried In tho 
ambulance of the Eruptive Hospital, 
which institution is on Seventh street 
Rood, eight miles from the principal 
portion of the city. Sometime* it is 
nocessaxy for public safety, for the 
Olty Ambulance to handle cases of this 
nature, but the ambulance Is always 
thoroughly fumigated, and the bedding 


and other accessories changed after 
carrying pat fonts of this kind. 

Superintendent Vogt says that an¬ 
other ambulance Is badly needed. Quit* 
frequently two emergency calls occur 
In closo proximity, • necessitating the 
pressing Into service of the police patrol 
with It* poor facilities for this work. 
Ho hope* that the city will see fit to 
supply this need before the expiration 
of the present year. 

There is a fascination about hospital 
work, as is evidenced from the fact 
that several of the employee have been 
attached to the City Hospital of Louis¬ 
ville for years. KUxaneth Adorn* who 
has charge of th* laundry, com* to 
Loutsvlllo in 186* a Southern fugitive, 
since when she has been constantly em¬ 
ployed at the hospital She was thir¬ 
teen year* of age when she first as¬ 
sumed the duties of laundress. Peter 
owens, who U a waiter tn th* Doctors* 
dining-room, ha* been at the hospital 
for thirty-six years, and Georg* Ylcoro, 
the telephono orderly, who formerly had 
charge of the Detention Ward, has been 
In tbo service for twenty-three years. 
There are numerous others who have 
been In the service of the City Hospital 
for from ten to twenty years. The driv¬ 
ers have have been employed there for 
a number of years, and say that they

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L ONDON.—The moat striking lem- 
onatration of the poMlbllttlM 
of public ownership to be found 
anywhere In ihe world la af¬ 
forded by the extraordinary transac¬ 
tion* of the I^ondon County Council. 
Through the agency of thla unique or¬ 
ganisation the city of London has be¬ 
come the owner and operator of 
steamboat. street car lines, omnibuses 
and ferries; it builds and rents store 
rooms, dwelling houses and flats; it 
builds theaters and promotes various 
amusement enterprises; It provides 
play grounds, toys and games for chil¬ 
dren. and organises excursions and 
pastimes for adults. While engaged in 
building a row of city tenement* sev¬ 
eral squares lor.g. at a cost of millions 
of dollars, its operations also Include 
•uch small enterprises as the manage¬ 
ment ui sidewalk floor stands and re¬ 
freshment booths. 

The educational bureau of the Coun¬ 
ty Council has provided accommoda¬ 
tions for all the children of school age 
In London. No tuition is charged for 
these schools, and nil supplies. Includ¬ 
ing u*xt books and stationery, are fur¬ 
nished free. Further provision Is made 
for supplying free meals to poor chil¬ 
dren and In rurnlshlng conveyances for 
crippled children. Included In the 
course of physical training Is a school 
of Instruction In swimming, and every 
yeir as many as 50.000 children are 
taught the art of taking care of them¬ 
selves In the wntej. School savings 
banks have been Introduced, and there 
ore now about 125.000 Juvenile depos¬ 
itors In these Institutions. 

The London County Council goes into 
any and every enterprise that concerns 
the welfare of the people. ft* activities 


extend even to the preservation of his¬ 
toric buildings. It also engages In the 
work of beautifying the city, under¬ 
taking such tasks ns building parks, 
and cutting new streets through old 
districts that were improperly laid out. 
H turns Its attention to matters of 
transportation and takes a lively In¬ 
terest In all sanitary questions. Num¬ 
bered among Its unique enterprises Is 
a municipal boarding-house where sev¬ 
eral hundred lodgers occupy rooms at 
a rental of II per week. The cost of 
meals Is extra, the charges being five 
cents for breakfast, eight eeiyta for 
dinner and six cents for supper. Moat 
of the Inmate* of this strange hotel are 
widowers with children, and the city 
provides free nurses to look after the 
motherless charges while the bread¬ 
winners are at work. 

Tit* housing department of the 
County Council Is one of ;he most act¬ 
ive branches of the organization. 
Through Us agency the municipality 
has become a benevolent landlord on 
an exceedingly large scale. The work 
of Improvement has gone far beyond 
the experimental stage of planting a 
few sample houses In tho wilderness 
of London slums. It select* ea area, 
which ho* become objectionable on ac¬ 
count of the crowded and unsanitary' 
condition*, raxes the houses to the 
ground, and put* up modem apart¬ 
ments in their stead. In ono locality 
a single tract or rookeries were destroy¬ 
ed which sheltered 5,719 people. Tho 
modern tenements erected on the same 
site hold accommodation* for nearly 
the same number, at a slightly In¬ 
creased rent. The actual charges for 
the new buildings are really not In ex¬ 
cess of the former rental, but the re¬ 
striction* In regard to crowding which 
have been enforced require each fam¬ 
ily to occupy more room. 

The size of the living rooms In these 
new tenements constructed by the 


municipality Is generally ten by sixteen 
f«-et. and the bedrooms are nine by 
twelve and a half feet. A three-room 
apartment, furnished with modern con¬ 
veniences. Is rented for $2 a week, and 
the city realizes a profit even at this 
low rent. The genera* plan followed 
by the housing department Is to pur- 
cha.se outlying estates and Improve 
them. The largest deal that has been 
put through by the municipality up to 
this time was the purchase of 225 acres, 
which provided homes for 42.500 per¬ 
sons. Nearly $10,000,000 were expended 
on this one enterprise alone. When the 
various contract* now under W'oy are 
completed, the city will have provided 
clean and ample living accommodations 
for over 100,000 of its poverty-stricken 
Inhabitants, which is indeed a most 
gratifying accomplishment. 

The scop* of this work does nnl 
stop at merely putting a roof over the 
heads of the people In reclaiming 
one large slum district the Council 
remodeled the entire street plan, in¬ 
stalling fine asphalt pavements radi¬ 
ating from a central garden, bordered 
by twenty full-sized city blocks. 
When completed this district con¬ 
tained l.OOu living apartment*, sev¬ 
eral fine dub room*, a cenural laun¬ 
dry'. eighteen store rooms, and sev¬ 
enty-seven work shops, all operated 
by the municipality at prices lower 
than ihe prevailing scale for such 
utilities. The most satisfactory 
phase of the great w'ork being done 
by the Iymdon authorities is that 
w'hile they are providing comfort* 
and even luxtirles not heretofore en¬ 
joyed by the class of people for whom 
they are intended, Ihe municipality 
t* able to realize a profit from most 
of It* operations. 

The streets of London are so nar¬ 
row' that the question of transporta¬ 
tion has always been one of the 
serious problems confronting its peo- 
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pie. To partly overcome this diffi¬ 
culty the Uounty Council Introduced 
a fleet of muntc.pal Steamboat* on the 
Thames, w hich were* scheduled to call 
at frequent landings from Hammer¬ 
smith at one extreme of London, to 
Greenwich on the other. The*** hoot* 
were patterned somewhat after those 
in use on the Seine *n Paris, with the 
exception that they are considerably 
larger. While the speed attained by 
these boats hardly compare# with rapid 
transit as w * understand It In the 
United Stoles, they ei»able many resi¬ 
dents of crowded London to get about 
with greater facility than by any other 
form of transportation hitherto avail¬ 
able. 

There are thirty steamers In the fle**, 
and the Council conceived the Idea of 
naming them after man whose lives 
hod had something to do with the 
Thames. Each cabin contains a tablet 
bearing a biographUvU sketch of the 
man for whom the boat was named, so 
that passengers may have <be oppor¬ 
tunity to .refresh their knowledge of 
local history. The boats operate on a 
flfteen-mlnuta schedule from early 
morning ur»<tll Idte at night every day 
In the year. The fares are graded from 
two to ten cents, with a repletion for 
the round trip. During certain hours 
every morning and evening working- 
men’* tickets are sold at a two cent 
minimum for all distances. 

Inasmuch a8 London Is cut In two 
by the Thames, the Council undertook 
to connect the separated sides of the 
city by means of free ferries. Wool¬ 
wich Is a congested point which can¬ 
not be advantageously spanned by a 


bridge, and the free f»*rry which piles 
back and forth at this point canle** 
upwards of six million passengers and 
half a million vehicles u year. 

one of the greatest accomplishments 
of the Council was that of horlng a 
tunnel under the river at Blackwell to 
connect the two sides of the city. The 
enterprise cost over stx million dollars, 
and at the time It was built was the 
greatest shield-driven tunnel ov or con¬ 
structed Exclusive o^lts approaches 
It Is a mile long Its dtflh«> f er men ure* 
twenty-four fo»*t three Inches. It has 
a road-bed and sidewalks like n city 
street, so that It can De used by bo h 
pedestrians and vehicles. It Is lighted 
by electricity. This first tunnel was 
followed by a smaller one between 
Greenwich and Poplar, which can be 
used by foot passengers only 1 he** 
tunnels did so much to relieve the con¬ 
gestion of traffic that tho Council is now 
spending nearly twelve million dollars 
on what will he rhe greatest under- 
river subway In existence. This mon¬ 
ster thoroughfare beneath the river will 
be located below the Tower bridge. 

The County Council has planned a 
mr»st elaborate street car service for the 
City of London, but It Is making little 
headway in Introducing it. The reason 
for this Is stated on good authority to 
bo King Edward’s fear that the street 
cars will Interfere with automobiles. It 
Is hoped that In the course of time His 
Majesty may be brought to view the 
matter In the light that the Interests 
of the masses should be consulted 
rather than those of the privileged few. 
Considering the limitations that have 
been placed upon Us authority, the 


Council has niado a good showing witn 
Its street car management. Its car* are 
all double-deckers, arranged so that as 
many people can be seated on the roof 
as on the inside. The Council cars are 
conspicuous for the fact that they, are 
not entirely plastered with advertise¬ 
ments. and because or the Introduction 
of a box arrangement to prevent crowd¬ 
ing. At th" terminals and lmpoitant 
stations the approaches are arranged <m 
that the cars may be entered only fion 
the rear through a sort of c^hute. whfoh 
holds the same number of pissenvers 
that can he accommodated 'n he ar. 

The unparalleled success of the Lon¬ 
don County Council In coping with the 
pnnblems of municipal ownership has 
encouraged other cities to experiment, 
and the movement Is rapidly spreading 
We find cities everywhere engaged in 
operating gns works, electric Itght 
plants, street car system* and tele¬ 
phone exchange*. More than fifty Brit¬ 
ish cities now control their own slaugh¬ 
ter houses, some of them even going 
to far ns to make It unlawful to sell 
meat of any kind not killed In a munici¬ 
pal slaughter hous<». Over 3o0 towns 
and oltle* In the United Kingdom have 
added the management of cemeteries 
to the responsibilities »»f the municipal¬ 
ity. Others include In their range of 
activities such small enterprises as pub¬ 
lic stations for laundresses. 

It seems that owing to the ponder¬ 
ous departmental regulation* in vogue 
In England It has b*en difficult for the 
municipalities to gain control of the 
telephone plants. Any community wish¬ 
ing to embark In thts business on its 
own account must first procure a li¬ 


cense from the Bo* master G« neral, and 
for some reawn the department of that 
worthy ha* been loth to permit the 
control of this public utility to pvss 
from private ownership. Wherever the 
fight has been won by the municipality 
the people have been promptly bene¬ 
fited by both Improved service and 
cheaper rates. 

As a comparison between the tariff 
for telephone service abroad and In the 
United States, It may be sold that In 
Glasgow, where the system Is owned 
by the city, the rite for unlimited serv¬ 
ice I* $26.25 per year, while In B<*»ton. 
Mass . a city only a trifle larger than 
Glasgow, a private company charge* 
$162 a year for the same service. In 
some places abroad a qualified service, 
similar to what Is known In this coun¬ 
try a* a “party line wire,” may be had 
as cheap as fifty cent* a month. Despite 
the fact that the rates are n » extremely 
low% the municipalities earn handsome 
profits from their management, which 
fact proves^rnther conclusively that the 
private operators In this country must 
Indeed earn fortunes from their fran¬ 
chises. 

Wherever a city has experimented 
with municipal ownership th»>r? aeems 
to be no tendency to return to th? old 
order of disposing of public utilities 
to private Individuals. Last year the 
city-owned street car company of Glas¬ 
gow earned it million dollars, yet It 
carried 57.WW.0M passengers on a one- 
cent fare, in the annunl statement of 
the company it was shown that 90 
per cent, of all passengers who had 
traveled over the line during the 
twelve-month paid only a two-ceiit

Aug. 9.—The steady visit¬ 
or to Paris knows the value of 
the theater as a school for fine 
dressing. Life before the foot¬ 
lights demands In every land Lhe ut¬ 
most care in point of toilettes, but no¬ 
where lg such peiTactlon seen as the 
Parisian actress displays. The gowns 
for the great artists are made by great 
people; no model Is ever reproduced by 
them In the slightest detail and ©very 
atom of tbe wearer s personality Is con¬ 
sidered.

Among ihu favorites of the day whose 
styles ore ardently copud are Mes- 
dsmes Hading. Rejane. Granler, Sort-1, 
Liuilelme and Hcnrlette Rogers. Mme. 
Sarah Bernhardt, who is still the idol 
of the capital, also hu# careful observ¬ 
ers. but few outside her circle know 
how much of the dressmaker's craft It¬ 
self the divine Sarah's own clever fin¬ 
gers possess.

(By request.! 

P REPARE a mixture Of strlngheans. 
tiny cucumbers, small onion* 
tpeeled), u cauliflower (cut into 
clusters) and green tomato®* 
(sliced). Add to these four small, long, 
red peppers, and arrunge the vegetable* 
In a wide-mouthed jar. alternating each 
layer or three with one of salL When 
all ore in cover with ©old wuter, lu> 
a board with a weight upon tt on top of 
the contents of the Jar to keep them 
from floating. Leave them tbus for 
three days, drain \he pickles, wash them 
with fresh water and let them lie in un- 
selted water for a day. Make u pickle 
vinegar by cooking together a gallon of 
vinegar, a tenspoonful each of celery 
seed, whits mustard need, whole cloves, 
whole mace and whole blue* peppers, 
and one of ground horseradish, two tea¬ 
spoonfuls of tumeric, three tablespoon- 
ful* of ground mustaru and a cupful 
and a half of brown sugar. Hut over 
the Are in a preserving kettle, and when 
It reaches a boll drop In the pickles. Be 
careful that there are no decayed ones 
among them. After they have simmered 
five minutes, take them out with a 
skimmer ana put into a stone Jar. Four 
the vinegar over them, and 1st them 
stand for two days, bruin the vinegar 
off; put It back on the lire; add to it a 
tabiespoonfui of curry puwuer. and when 
the vinegar is boiling pour It over the 
pickles m tnc crock. When cold put 
the pickles into small Jars and seal. 
Beady for .vso in two or tar-e weeks.

Cooking Pens and Pota¬ 
toes Together 

T HERE is nothing quite so hard to 
cook deliciously as green peas. 
Either they are underdone and 
disappointingly llko eating small 
green bullets, or they are cooked Lo u 
mush, wnten is equally objectionable. 

It is Impossible to give a fixed time 
for boiling. The best way ts to test 
them with a fork, and when the 
prongs run in easily remove from the 
Arc at once. Dress with plenty of 
butter, salt aud pepper aud serve at 
once. 

A bcoihman of Nev York whose cu¬ 
linary *«U1 I* well known, declares the 
most delectable way of serving grecu 
peas is to cook them with new po¬ 
tatoes. 

Put into the same po. with the peas 
potatoes the slxe of walnut*. Cover 
with lukewarm water and boll from 
fifteen to twenty minutes. Drain off 
the water and dress with about a 
quarter of a pint of cream und plenty 
of butter. Let it heal tnruugh thor¬ 
oughly. season highly and serve to¬ 
gether. 

Carrots and p -s muy also be cooked 
together. Slice tho former in long, 
thin slats ss one would 'Ut a potuto 
for French frying Hut them on the 
Are about twenty minutes before add¬ 
ing the pens, as they take fully twice 
as long to cool:. Since milk and car¬ 
rots do not combine well, the dressing 
should consist of plenty cf butter, salt 
and pepper.

Seal im¬ 
mediately. 

Sealing Wax for Jars and Bottles.

In the line of vegetable* n’gutti-n*g^n- 
go is a di*h whlflh 1* eaten all over 
Africa, a^d which cone*#:* of egg-plgnt 
small fish—Homo what Hk* sardine and 
known a* n sengo—and the roon of the 
manloca plant. To this are added »mall 
:3matoes. and ail la placed in a vee^l 
with water, soaaoned wlt an4 

pepper and boiled. For palm chop*, 
palm nut* are boiled in water until th* 
pulpy substance loo«ma rrom the pith 
Then the shell, which contain* a ve-y 
delicious oil. i* placed ip * wooden mor¬ 
tar and crushed, and thrown Into the 
vessel, where the ft»h. etc., are cooking 
Red pepper and aalt \ t ^ M a*o Q l 
Ing. and the mixture is boiled together. 

Boiled or roast squash Is eaten with 
It. and goes under the nam* of loonga. 
-Sweet potatoes, more farinaceous and 
sweeter than ours, are boiled and 
roastc-d. much aa we do them hur*. 
Bananas. another favorite article of 
food, weigh about half a pound each 
and are about fifteen Inches long When 
half ripe they are cut in slices, adding 
much salt and pepper, and ore boiled 
In water. 

The bread Is made of P‘.nnut*. which 
ore first roasted and then crushed Th* 
mas* thus formed is rolled and put Into 
the skin of a banana, closing it with 
sufficient pressure to give U shape Re¬ 
moved from the skin th* oily xubstanc* 

In the peanuts helps the bread to retain 
Its shape. 

The following recipes have been 
adapted to American methods of cook¬ 
ery: 

Combo. Egyptlenne—Cut two small 
diced pieces of bonod. raw half fowl, 
quarter of a pound of raw veal, two 
medium-sired whit* onion*, one seed¬ 
less green pepper and two branch** 
well-cleaned, crisp celery. Place tht*e 
in a saucepan with one ublespoonful of 
butter and gently brown for ten min¬ 
utes, being careful to stir with a wood¬ 
en spoon one* In a while Moisten with 
three quarts of hoi water, aid the oth¬ 
er half of the fowl, *eason with on* 
and a half teaspoonfuU of salt And 
half a teaspoonful of white pepper. 
Cover pan and allow to simmer for for¬ 
ty-?! ve minutes. Then add two crashed 
peeled tomatoes and twelve trimmed 
fresh okras cut Into quarter-inch plu •*. 
Open and thoroughly drain on a sieve a 
third of a pint of com. and add to the 
soup with a teaspoonfui of freshly- 
chopped parsley. Mix and allow to boll 
for forty minutes longer. Remove fowl 
and keep for furtheh use. Skim fat from 
soup and serve hot. 

Red Bean Soup. Mayumba—Soak 
one pint of r-d beans in w a tt*r over■ 
night. Drain, place them tn a soup potl 
with two-ounce piece each of salt porkf 
and loan raw ham. a sliced carro 
sliced onion, branch celery and a n 
branch parsley Moisten with fourj 
quarts of water, season with a tea-1 
spoonful of salt and half a teaspoonful * 
of pepper Add half a tes&poonful of , 
good butter, cover pot and allow to! 
boil gently for two hours. Remov* 
ds and peel a pound pieces of pump¬ 
kin. Then cut It Into small pieces, 
add to th* soup and let boil for thirty- . 
tive minutes longer. Strain soup * 
through sieve into a basin, add.a cups 
of milk, half a tablespoonful of butte* * 
and stir ov«r Are until It comes to a 
boil. 

Pickerel a. la Mont Maktss* (King of 
BuIsmc)—C ut the head from the picker¬ 
el. split In half through the back and 
detach thv spinal bon*. The Ash should 
weigh about two pounds and a half. 
Sprinkle half a teaspoonful of curry 
powder on each cut part of the flsh. 
rubbing It In well with the Angers Sea¬ 
son with a teaspoonful of «alt all 
around, then lightly roll it In flour. 
Heat In a large frying pan two table- 
spoonfuls of oil. Uy the flsh in It and 
fry for five minutes on each side. Then 
bake In the oven for five minutes Serve 
a hot dish with half a lemon 
squeezed over It and a sprinkling of 
chopped par»ley. 

Chicken Okra. Cocoonut.—Half a 
fowl from which the bone* have been 
removed, one small carrot; one white 
turnip and on* onion, half a green pep¬ 
per, two tAhlespoonfuls of raw rloe. 
three quarts of hot water, four "small 
peeled red tomatoes and twelve gnod- 
slxed fresh okras. 

Cut the fowl Into smAll square pieces. 
Also cut the carrot, turnip onion and 
green pepper Into half-Inch square 
pieces. Place all In a saucepan with 
one tablespoonful of butter and slowly 
brown for ten minutes. lightly etlrrtng 
once In a while Then add the rice ana 
any raw chicken bones on hand. Light¬ 
ly mix and moisten with the hot water. 
Svsfon with a level tsaspoonfu! of salt, 
cover the pan and allow tn boll for 
thirty minutes Cut the toma.oea and 
okras Into small pieces and add them 
to the soup, then boll for thirty min¬ 
ute* more. Remove the bones Sow 
add the milk and the shredded meat of 
a medium-sized cocoxnut. Mix wall, 
let boll for ten minutes more and serve. 

KfCg*. Omar Pasha—poach twelv* 
fresh eggs. Lay on a china dish and 
keep warm. Heat one and a half table- 
rpoonful* of melted butter In a small 
saucepan, add two tublespoonfuls of 
flour and thoroughly stir for one min¬ 
ute Then add one cup of hot milk and 
briskly whisk until it comes to a bolt 
Season with half a tenspoonful of salt, 
a dash of cayenne pepper and half a 
aaltspoonful of grated nutmeg. Add two 
Liblespoonful** of grated cheese and on© 
raw egg. Sharply whisk for two min¬ 
utes, then pour over the eggs. Plac* in 
a hot oven to bake for three minute* 
and servo. 

Omelette With Herring—Cut off head 
and tall of a nice fat smoked herring. 
Split In two through back; remov* 
Pinal bone and skin and finely cut into 
Mmill square pieces. Place on a plat* 
with enough milk ;• cover. After aj- 
•wing I? to stand for an hour remove 
from milk and dr«in pieces on a cloth. 
Heat one and a haJf toaspoonfuls of 
butter in a frying pan. add fli*h and fry 
Tor flve minutes, tossing once in a. 
while. Crack eight fresh eggs In 
bowl, add two (..Llespoonfula of milk, 
half a teaspoonful of sait, three aaii- 
-poonfuls of pepper, and sharply beat 
with ;v fork for two minutea Drop eggs 
la the fish pan. mix with fork for two 
minute* and allow to stand for half a 
minute.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We unhesitatingly and unreserv¬ 
edly sustain and commend Julius 
C. Vogt for his honest, capable and 
beneficial administration of the af* 
fairs of the City Hospital. 

We sustain Mlsa Anna Shafer In 
her conduct as head nurse and su¬ 
perintendent of nurses of the 
training school, and commend her 
for exercising the strict discipline 
required by her position. 

We unhesitatingly sustain John 
Almond, the receiving clerk, and. 
while we realise the difficulties of 
his position, we admonish him con¬ 
cerning the tone of his voice and 
his manner In dealing with pa¬ 
tients seeking admission to the 
hospital. 

We recommend the construction 
of a building for the exclusive 
treatment of tuberculosis, to be 
used until the proposed tuberculo¬ 
sis hospital Is completed. 

We recommend and beg to re¬ 
spectfully urge and Insist that 
there should oe regular meetings 
of the visiting staff of physicians. 
We shall gladly meet with the 
staff and shall do our utmost to 
see that all proper and needed 
supplies are purchased, and will 
gladly put fhto effect whatever 
recommendations the visiting stafT 
may m^ke. when It Is within our 
power to do so. 

We do not believe It proper that. 
In the absence of the staff, the 
medical and scientific affairs of the 
hospital should be In the hands of 
Internes, well meaning and zeal¬ 
ous, but at the same time young 
men and Ipexperlenced men Just 
out of schopf; and. as the duties of 
the superintendent are now too 
numerous and onerous, we recom¬ 
mend that there shall be a “med¬ 
ical director/’ who shall at all 
times be the superior of the In¬ 
ternes. 

We recommend that Improve¬ 
ments be made In the laundry, so 
as to enable the management to 
have dally washings of the cloth¬ 
ing and linen. Instead of trl-week- 
ly. We also recommend that a 
small naw structure be provided 
for the bodies of the dead. 

We would gladly Join with those 
_ **>* ft now hospital 
should be built, and could recom¬ 
mend that a new and modern In¬ 
stitution take the place of the old, 
but the power of securing a new 
hospital doe* not lie with this 
board, but with the General Coun¬ 
cil. 

We believe- and have ordered, 
while the food was shown to be 
sufficient and wholesome, that 
there be an Improvement In the 
manner of service. We have also 
ordered that the best grade of but¬ 
ter that can be purchased be sup¬ 
plied to all the patients In the 
hospital. Never since Its estab¬ 
lishment. so far as we have been 
able to learn, has this been done 
at the City Hospital, nor Is it 
done, according to the testimony. 
In othsr Institutions of a similar 
character. 

We will not submit to the form¬ 
ation of an organization among the 
nurses known as the “Union/* the 
aim of which, as shown by the ev¬ 
idence. is to hams* tho manage¬ 
ment of the hospital. 

There Is on file In this office the 
complete testimony taken before 
this Investigation, bound and In¬ 
dexed so as to be easy of refer¬ 
ence, and we Invite any citizen to 
Inspect same during business 
hours.

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In an exhaustive review of the City 
Hospital Investigation, given out yes¬ 
terday afternoon, the Board of Public 
Safety declare* that It Is glad a public 
investigation was made; that the 
charges n gw I art the management of 
the hoapltal are not sustained, and 
that they were, in fact, unfounded. 

The board does not hesitate to say. 
however, that conditions, hi no wise 
the fault of the superintendent of the 
hospital or of the city authorities, can 
be improved. 

Taking Its cue from the testimony of 
Hr. Schachner. the board calls atten¬ 
tion. In the words of Dr. Schachner 
himself, to the remissness of the staff 
physicians, who have held no meeting 
in ten years, and who. if they had 
given the hospital the attention that 


occasions for the trouble that moy 
come up between Internes and the hos¬ 
pital authorities. It Is recommended 
that a medical director of the hospital 
be appointed to have supervision over 
the Internes and to co-operate with the 
superintendent. Who will be the official 
bead of the Institution. 

It Is also recommended that the laun¬ 
dry facilities be Increased so that a 
dally wash may be had; that a “dead" 
house for corpses be created and that 
the best class of butter be purchased 
for use on the hospital table. A tuber¬ 
culosis hospital fs strongly recommend- 


Testlmony showed that the best of 
drugs are used. 

No one was produced to say that he 
was forced to work when he 
able to do so. 

To the shame of the nurses guilty of 
the practice, tho report says that some 
of the head nurses had taken soiled 
linen from the hampers and p ut It on| 
patients. 

The testimony showed that the food 
was good and wholesome. 

It was found that some of the nurses 
were spiteful and vindictive, especially 
when compelled to obey such rules ns 
are necessary in the management of a 
big Institution such as the City Hos¬ 
pital. 

The board found that the superin¬ 
tendent of nurses is not a scold nor a 
spy; that she is competent and pains¬ 
taking. but that she might have com¬ 
mitted slight errors of judgment In 
reprimanding nurses at times. 

Mr. Vogt, the superintendent of th* 
hospital. Is highly commended as com. 
potent, conscientious, kind-hearted and 
hard-working.

Honorable Board of Public Safety, Lou¬ 
isville, Ky—Gentlemen: We. tfi<* under¬ 
signed. do respectfully submlUthe follow- 
Ing charges against the management of 
the Louisville City Hospital and Super¬ 
intendent of Nurse* If you consider 
them worthy of consideration, we beg 
that an Investigation be held at the earli¬ 
est possible moment. 

Please notify the undersigned, that the 
witnesses may be ready at the appointed 

time 

Charge No 1—That the spirit of the 
Iioulsvllle City Hospital. Instead of en¬ 
couraging the entrance of cases of the 
really needy and disabled poor: (1) Dis¬ 
courage their entrance; (2) abuses those 
that succeed In entering; (3) and crowd. 
In many instances, those out of the In¬ 
stitution before they have received the 
benefits they sought In entering. 

(ft) They ore discouraged by the disre¬ 
spectful and abusive attitude of a 
brother-in-law of the superintendent, and 
with A knowledge of the superintendent 
of this disrespectful attitude. This rela¬ 
tive usurps rlshts and exercises discre¬ 
tions that neither belong to him person¬ 
ally or officially, being a layman and 
therefore unable to safely exercise such 
Judgment. 

(b) They are abused and prematurely 
driven out during their stay: (1) By rea¬ 
son of Inferior drugs and Inefficient urg¬ 
ing; (2) by barbarously compelling the 
sick to do work that they are both unable 
and unfit to do. (3) by total disregard of 
the ordinary decencies that characterise 
humanity by compelling patients to re¬ 
main In bed On on#> instance nude) for 
want of hospital dress, and if compelled 
to arise these patients were forced to 
wrap themselves un In blankets or the 
like; that garments nave been taken from 
among the dirty clothes and put on pa¬ 
tients who were Just admitted, these gar¬ 
ments having been mixed with or, mny 
be, worn by consumptive patients, and 
this many times; (4) thut the food sup- 

f dled is unfit for a well person and much 
ess so for the sick and convalescent. 
Charge No. 2—We charge in these out¬ 
rages the most cold-blooded Indifference 
to the rights and live* of the Inmates, 
and that these cold-blooded indifferences 
are masquerading In the name of econ¬ 
omy. 

Charge No. J—We charge that when the 
mask Is removed from this so-culled econ¬ 
omy it resolves Itself Into keeping down 
the expense account by denying many 
of th« poor rights; abusing and stinting 
them while In the Institution and prema¬ 
turely crowding them out of the Institu¬ 
tion. 

Charge No. 4—We further charge that 
the interests of the Inmates are endan¬ 
gered by the superintendent, a business 
man. meddling with the treatment, pass¬ 
ing judgment on scientific questions and 
dictating as to what patients shall work 
and the character of work. Irrespective 
of what the medical attendants may deem 
proper 

Charge No. 6—Charged that the inter¬ 
ests are endangered by the meddlesome 
methods and the cold and unsympathetic 
attitude that the Superintendent of 
Nurses displays, both toward the sick 
and the nurses under her training. 

Charge No. 6—We further charge that 
when the Superintendent of Nurses de¬ 
generates to the level of a spy and a 
scold, incomes disrespectful and dicta¬ 
torial to the medical attendants, that her 
usefulness In molding the ethical charac¬ 
ter of her pupils and her efficiency In 
serving both sick and medical attendants 
Is so seriously Impaired that she U unfit 
for the dignified position of Superintend¬ 
ent of Nurses, no mutter what other qual¬ 
ities she may possess 
We beg that Dr Menefee be allowed to 
be present at the Investigation, as well as 
one of the nurses who Is familiar with

Of the three who signed the charges. Dr 
Acree failed to present hmtself at the 
hearing. Dr. Taylor addressed a letter to 
the Board of Public Safety after the 
charges had been filed "regretting the 
occurrences In reference to the hospital “ 
Dr. Menefee’s personal knowledge or mat¬ 
ters contained in the charges Is shown by 
his testimony, which is open to examlna- 

The board heard twenty-five witnesses In 
support of the charges and forty-six wit¬ 
nesses In defense of Superintendent J. C. 
Vogt and others. 

In reference to Charge No. t, Section A. 


So. 1. Section B. the patients are abused | 
and prematurely driven out of the Institu¬ 
tion. Neither Dr. Menefee nor Dr. Taylor, 
the persons making the charges, nor nny 
other person, was ever able to munc or 
produce a single patient who was abused 
or prematurely driven out of the institu¬ 
tion before he or she had recovered. On 
the contrary, several patients, some now 
at the hospital and some who were for¬ 
merly patients at the hospital, have testi¬ 
fied before the board that they were al¬ 
ways well treated, that they never saw 
any misconduct of uny kind of the pa¬ 
tients by the attendants or managers of 
the hospital, that no one was driven out 
of the institution before he or she was 
able to leave.

Wanted to Testify to Good Treatment. 

In this connection we beg to state that 
more than 100 persons on me to the board 
and naked for the privilege of testifying 
as to the good treatment they had re¬ 
ceived upon various occasions white they 
were In the City Hospital. 

It la further specified In Charge No. 1. 
Section B. Suhsectton 1. that patients are 
abused and prematurely driven out of the 
Institution by raoson of the Inferior drugs 
and inefficient nursing. We find that this 
charge ts unfounded. The testimony of 
Mr. Varies P. Frick, secretary of the 
Robinson-Pettet Company; of the drug¬ 
gist. Mr MrDnnlel. and of Mr. Vogt, who 
was for twenty years a druggist, and of 
numerous physicians, shows that the best 
drugs are purchased and that no inferior 
medicines of any kind are furnished to the 
patients or inferior drugs subei.lubd for I 
"there It was shown that on several oc¬ 
casions some proprietary medicines were 
requested by tho internee. These w*-ra 
not then on hand, and tho rules of tho 
institution provide that proprietary medi¬ 
cines shall not be used except upon the 
order of a staff physician.

would have been no occasion at any 
time for any shortage of linen or cloth¬ 
ing In any of the wards In order to 
conceal their own mistakes In this rc* 
specL several of the nurses have test I- 
fled that they have taken soiled linen 
nna put It upon the patients. The. evi¬ 
dence further shows that these same 
nurses who testified thad there was a 
shortage of clothing on certain occasion* 
never at any time complained either to 
the superintendent of nurses, to the ma¬ 
tron of the hospital, or the superintend¬ 
ent.

Food of Best Character. 

It Is also specified In Charge No. 1. flec¬ 
tion B. Subsection 4. that the food sup¬ 
plied to the patient* Is unfit for a well 
person, much less so for the sick and con¬ 
valescent The overwhelming weight of 
the testimony Is that the best chnxacter 
and kind of good supplies Is purchased bv

ditions. It is equally true, as shown by I 
the evidence, that no food has ever 1*een 
served to the patients that either contain¬ 
ed vermin or that wns contaminated with 
vermin of any kind: and It wa* further 
shown by the evidence that the character 
and nature of the food served to patient* 
In the City Hospital l* as good as that 
served at other Institutions of a similar 
character.

In reference to charge No fi, there was 
no evidence that the Superintendent of 
Nurse* has degenerated to the level of a 
spy or a scold, or that she la disrespect¬ 
ful or dictatorial to the medical students 
«>r thot she is unfit for the position of 
Superintendent of Nurse* The Superin¬ 
tendent of Nurses has on several occasions 
when complaints were made by persons 
other than those belonging to the Insti¬ 
tution that nurees were frequenting and 
had been seen In places where neither a 
nur*> nor any good woman should visit. 


gone and Investigated to ace whether or 
not the complaints were true. It was 
her duty not only to do this In Justice to 
the other nurses who attended the Insti¬ 
tution. but also In justice to thv Institu¬ 
tion Itself, and It cannot be said (hat a 
Superintendent of Nurses, whose duty It 
Is to look uftcr the welfare and conuuct 
of young women placed under her care Is 
either disrespectful or «t spy or e scold 
when she does .to; duty In looking after 
their moral welfare.

However, w** are glad that u public In¬ 
vestigation has been held, and we find 
from the evidence that the charges of Dr 
Menefee. Dr. Acree and Dr. Taylor are 
not sustained and ara unfounded. 

The investigation did bring out certain 


condition*, however, the existence of 
which Is not the fault of the management 
of the hospital With some of these con¬ 
ditions the people of Loulmllle have been

As a result of the Investigation we beg 
to state our conclusions as follows;

Board Makes Recommendations. 

We unhesitatingly unrewwrvedly sus¬ 
tain and commend Julius C. Vogt for hie 
honest, capable :md tumeficliU adminis¬ 
tration of the nffttlra of the C'Uy Hospital. 

We sustain Mis* Anna Shafer In her 
conduct as head nurse and superintendent 
of nurses of the training school, and 
commend her for exervtMng the strict dis¬ 
cipline required by her posttlun. 

We unhesitatingly simuUn John Al¬ 
mond. the motiving clerk, and. white wa 
realise the difficulties of hils p-written. w« 
admonish him concerning the tone of h!» 
voice and his ntapper In dealing with pa¬ 
tients sraklirg ndmlwrion to the hospital. 

We recommend the construction of a 
building for the exclusive treatment of 
tobrtrcu’niri*. to be u**d until thv pro¬ 
posed tuberculoids hospital Is oomp'.etM.

MEANS NEW SOURCE OF MONEY 
TO STAGE. 


Wealthy Men Now Like to Spend 
Their Monsy on Making 
Plays. 


It Is only within the post few- years 
that the American millionaire has 
loomed up In the amusement business 
in this country, soys th© Chicago Inter- 
Oceun. The mun in commercial life 
wilh a few thousands of dollars has 
been in evidence from time to time. 
But he Invariably came out at the 
short end of the horn and retired qul- 
etlv to the pursuits which he knew 
best how to follow. In Europe*, notably 
In I»ndon. the titled and wealthy pa¬ 
tron of amusement adventures Is a 
well-known and frequently met with 
A/ersuiuigu. Lu UiU cuuucttiuu U is 


pretty generally understood that his 
patronage was based on «»ther consid¬ 
erations ihon a consuming desire to 
advance the cause of art. 

In America there appears frequently 
a tendency on the part of very rich 
men to devote largo sums of money to 
tho promotion of amusement enter¬ 
prises. and although they are frequent¬ 
ly referred to ns "angelr," ihe term Is 
somewhat of a misnomer as compared 
wlrti Its application lo ihe type of In¬ 
dividual who advances a few* thousand 
dollars to back a manager or a star 
flftoen pr twenty years ago. 

For example, the presence of John 
W. Gates as the financial head of th© 
New York Hippodrome. It Is known 
that Mr Gates Is a gambler of tho 
’ plunger” type, and no ulterior motive 
can be ascribed to his operations In 
this field. Mr. Gates Is known to have 
taken chances In other fields than th© 
stock market, obviously for the purpose 
of making money, and this Is the only 
possible Incentive he would have In his 
heavy investment In the New York 
Hippodrome. . „ 

Knowledge appears to he pretty deti¬ 
nue that Charles M. Schwab Is deep¬ 
ly Interested In Oscar Ho mm© rate In s 
pr«tmt grand opera plan* and the 


friends of that spectacular multi-mil- 
Ilona!re assert that Mr. Schwab's In¬ 
terest Is based entirely upon his love 
of art. This may be true, and fct least 
It is directly in line with Mr. Schwab's 
apparent desire to be regarded a* a pa¬ 
tron of art, whether for the gratifica¬ 
tion of his Indulgence In ostentation or 
not. 

When David Ftelasco began the erec¬ 
tion of the rneater in New York which 
bears his name, und exhibited n finan¬ 
cial strength which resulted In several 
very coally production*, all of w'hlch 
were away beyond his personal means, 
it was asserted, with reasonable assur¬ 
ance of truth, that Mr. J. Plerp«*nt 
Morgan was assisting him. 

Another Instance Is that of n man of 
the name of Converse, a New England 
millionaire dealer In rubber, w ho enter¬ 
ed the amusement business a couple 
of years ago. and who Is now devoting 
a considerable part of his personal lima 
to the conduct of his affulrs of the th©v- 
U*r. fi is known that before Mr. Con¬ 
verse entered an Item r n the profit ride 
of his ledger he had sunk anywhere 
from *i:»O.OCO to $200.0C0 in various *h<>w 
venturer 

The case of a young Montnpa multi¬ 
millionaire. Morris Sailers lAirgey. who 
has frequently been referred to a© tho 
"silver lined, copper rlvitrd angel.” hua 
had much newspaper notoriety. Mora 
is known of Mr. Largey'a exploitation* 
than of those of the o4her millionaire* 
named because every now and then he 
•♦merges from hi* rich ore beds and 
Indulftts In a spectacular JnHsetemp* 
which attracts the attention of writer* 
employed upon cert tin publications 
who love to chronicle the exploits of 
tnen of this description. 

With men of this type bestowing a 
part of their va^t wealth ut*>n the pro¬ 
duction of plays nnd the establishment 
nf theaters the result must bo beneficial 
to th© amusement business It will bo 
helpful to authors, composers, and oth¬ 
ers who*,© tn’ents are devoted to. tho 
making of entertainment for tho people 
at large, and since the k»ss of a few 
hundreds of thousands of dollars Is a 
matter of little consequence to them 
there is n large gain to a great marry 
people and no distressing loss to any- 
I cne. 

Rut there Is no reason w l hy the In¬ 
vestments of the millionaire should not 
vleld large returns. In every case men- 
I tinned herein the moneyed man ha* 
associated himself with practical show¬ 
men who have conspicuous energy and 
whose personal Interests demand that 
they succeed in making the luvcsuneol* 
pay.

C omplete rule© to govern ti>© 
American style of fo<4.ball have 
been published by th© new Rulve 
Cutwnltte© that thoroughly re¬ 
vised th© old regulations that had caus©>1 
A storm of protests because they allowed 
brutality on the field. Supplementary to 
the rules Is a section containing thirty 
full-pug© half-tones, posed especially for 
the committee, showing Nearly th© 
plays that are permissible «nd prohibited. 
Beventl other new features arc Incorpo¬ 
rated. the most Important being briefs 
of the rules defining the Jurisdiction of 
each official, and th© insertion of th© pen¬ 
alty fbr violation of a rule In the rule It¬ 
self. 

The chief alterations to the rule* are 
as follows: 

Th© officials of the game shall be a 
referee, two umpire* and a linesman, tt 
Is allowable, however, to dispense with 
th© second umpire at the discretion of th© 
two Institutions Involved. 

• • • 

Reduce Length of Game. 


The length of th© game has beenn 
shortened by ten minute*, making each 
half thirty minutes long. 

The line of *-rlmmag© for each side is 
an Imaginary lln© parallel to tho gua.1 
line snd passing through that pMnt of 
tho toll nearest the side’s own goal. It 
will l»e noted that there are thus two 
line© of scrimmage, on© for ©aeh team, 
and th© two games arc thus sepmrated 
the length ol 

Th© snapner-back must place the bn^ 
flat upon the ground with Its long axis 
at right angle* to the line of scrimmage. 
It has alw» been iprmidad that a plnynr 
on th© lln© of scrimmage must have both 
bands or brxth feet up to or within otno 
foot and the opposite hand up to or wit¬ 
hin on© foot of the line. He must nlso 
stand wMth both feet outside the out¬ 
side foot of the player next to hfm. un¬ 
less he be one of ths snapper-back. In 
which case he may lock legs with the 
snopper-tock. 

A player attempting to make a fair 
catch must signal his inttgitinn by raising 
his hand clearly above his head while 
advancing toward th© ball.

New Rule on "Down.” 

Further addition has been mad© to th© 
rule regarding "down." That Is, th© 
refers* shall blow his whistle whsoevrr 
any portion of the person of th© frunoer 
with th© Util, except his hands or 
touches th© ground s*h11© he is in tli© 
grasp of nn »»ppc>n©nt. Th© ball is als> 
“down” when, as specified In th© rules. 
It goes across th© goal line on a kick 
that has struck th© ground In th© field 
of play, except th© kick-off. and also 
when It go©* over In the sumo manner 
from a forward puaa 

Tripping Is specifically defined us fol¬ 
low*: 

"A player trips another player nhen 
he obstructs him below the knee with 
that part of his leg that is below the 
knee.’’ 

Hurdling Is defined and forbidden. Hurd¬ 
ling In the open Is Jumping or attempting 
to Jump over nn opponent who is still on 
hts feet. Hurdling In the line is Jumping 
over or Attempting to Jump over u player 
on the line of iu rlmmage with the feet 
or knee* foremost, within a distance of 
five yards on either side of th© point 
where the ball I* put In play. 

Regarding the taking out of time. It Is 
provided that either captain may ask for 
time three times during a hair without 
penalty. If. thereafter, cither captain 
request* time, hi* side shall be pens Used 
by the los* of two yards for each call, 
unless the player be removed from the 
game. 

• • • 

Rule on Interference. 


Further provision Is made against In¬ 
terference with the man snapping the 
hall back. Th© opponents must neither 
Interfere In any way whatever with him 
nor touch him or the toll until tt Is actu¬ 
ally put In play The snapper-back Is Al¬ 
lowed to have his head, ami the hand or 
foot used In snapping the toll, offside 

There must alw*nys be at least six men 
of the side in possession of the hall on 
the line; one of those not on the line 
must have both feet outside the outside 
foot of the player on th© end of the line. 
Furthermore, no player of those ordinari¬ 
ly occupying the position of center, guard 
or tackle—that l*. the five middle play¬ 
ers of the line—may drop back from the 
line of scrimmage on the offense unless 
he goes took at least five yards and an¬ 
other player takes his place on the end 
of the line. 

It Is provided that there shall be no 
shifting of men to evade this rule, the 
intention being that the big men In tho 
middle of the line shall not be dropped 
bdek for th© purpose of carrying the bail 
or using their weight In the Interference. 
The dropping took of a single man five 
yards In this way Is to enable the team 
to use a klefcer If he happens to play on 
the line.

It 
1* also provided that such a Kicked ball, 
striking the ground, thu* putting the 
kicker on-side, may not to kicked further 
or kicked at from its position «»n th© 
ground, or while bounding. This •* in 
order to prevent what might b© d&ngrtows 
complications from men kicking at a ro I- 
Ing ball. 

Ths rather Indefinite expression Of 
"charging” has been changed to siurtlng 
forward beyond th© retraining lln*/’ n 
all cases throughout the rules. 

The klcWr In trying to goal by a place 
kick from a touchdown may touch or ad¬ 
just the ball in the hands of th© hol ler 
as long as th© ball does not touch tut 
ground. 

To*- rule about foul play ha* to -c am 
pllfied ntid specifically rover* striking with 
the fist of 'Ito.w. kneeing, mecting with 
the knee any l laycr, or striding with *.b© 
locked minds by lhie*nn»n «hen thoy nr- 
breaking through.
